Reconversion  in  the 
San  Francisco  Schools 

V-J  day  found  the  San  Francisco  schools 
well  on  the  way  toward  complete  reconver- 
sion to  a  peacetime  educational  program. 
This  reconversion  meant  more  than  the  ad- 
ditional supplies  and  equipment,  the  lessen- 
ing of  pupil-turnover,  and  the  reduction  of 
demands  for  more  and  more  participation  in 
the  war  program  by  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  For  the  schools  of  San  Francisco  are 


on   the   way   toward   a   more   effective   and 
complete   instructional   program. 

The  new  program  had  its  inception  with 
the  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  recommendations  of  the  Hill  Report  more 
than  a  year  ago.  Since  that  time  the  Board, 
the  superintendent,  the  administrative  staff, 
and  the  teachers  have  worked  together  to 
perfect  a  school  organization  unified,  flexible 
and  geared  to  modern  needs. 

What  are  some  evidences  that  this  new 
unified  organization  is  producing  results? 

A  veterans  service  ■which  includes  a  cen- 
tral guidance  center  where  veterans  may 
be  helped  to  plan  suitable  programs  of 
education  and  employment. 

Courses  for  veterans  which  may  be  start- 
ed at  any  time  and  pursued  at  the  pace  best 
fitted  to  the  time  and  ability  of  the  veteran. 

Courses  in  vocational  and  distributive  edu- 
cation cooperatively  planned  by  the  schools, 
employer-labor  groups,  and  the  other  educa- 
tional agencies  of  the  community. 

An  adult  educational  program  offering  in- 
struction at  any  time  and  place  in  any  sub- 
ject for  which  a  legitimate  need  can  be  estab- 
lished. 

The  initation  of  a  long-term  program  of 
curriculum  development  based  upon  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  teachers  of  San  Francisco 
and  designed  to  meet  both  the  present  and 
future  needs  of  San  Francisco's  children. 

The  establishment  of  the  guidance  pro- 
gram as  the  central  force  in  an  expanded 
program  of  child  welfare  designed  to  co- 
ordinate the  work  of  the  schools  and  com- 
munity groups  in  providing  children  with 
the  best  possible  counseling,  instruction,  and 
care. 

As  the  schools  open  the  new  term  it  is 
important  that  all  divisions  and  services  con- 
tinue careful  planning  to  meet  the  problems 
of  the  far-reaching  transition  from  war  to

Applications  Required  For 
Use  Of  Recreational  Areas 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the 
following  communication  from  Miss  Jose- 
phine D.  Randall,  superintendent  of  the  Re- 
creation Commission,  concerning  the  making 
of  written  applications  for  the  use  of  recrea- 
tion areas  by  physical  education  classes  or 
other  school  groups  in  the  future: 

"In  order  to  facilitate  the  use  of  recreation

"In  the  past  there  has  been  some  mis- 
understanding as  to  the  proper  method  of 
applying  for  the  use  of  recreation  areas  and 
there  has  been  some  conflict  with  more  than 
one  group  attempting  to  use  the  same  facility 
at  the  same  time.  An  application  for  the  use 
of  facilities  and  the  granting  of  a  subsequent 
permit  for  the  same  will  readily  eliminate 
any  confusion. 

"Your  co-operation  is  solicited  in  this  mat- 
ter."

Three  Thousand  Attend 
Summer  Vacation  Schools 

This  summer  saw  the  successful  addition 
of  Everett,  Hawthorne,  Hancock-Cooper, 
Denman-San  Miguel,  Dudley  Stone,  and 
Presidio  to  the  growing  number  of  summer 
vacation  schools  operating.  Featured  by  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  3000  children, 
the  expanded  summer  vacation  school  pro- 
gram of  the  San  Francisco  Schools  termin- 
ated August  24.  Ten  vacation  schools  with 
a  total  staff  of  160  teachers  carried  out  an 
excellent  program  which  served  to  keep 
thousands  of  children  off  the  streets,  and 
happily  and  usefully  busy  drawing,  paint- 
ing, clay  modeling,  singing,  folk  dancing, 
constructively  busy  in  crafts;  and  in  the 
junior  high  school  buildings  participating  in 
woodwork,  art  metals,  airplane  modeling, 
and  physical  education.  In  addition  to  the 
program  within  the  schools  all  schools  went 
on  innumerable  excursions,  and  every  school 
went  on  at  least  one  all-day  picnic.  The 
children  aided  the  Red  Cross  Program  by 
constructing  cardboard  Christmas  trees, 
cross-word  puzzles,  and  joke  books.

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Civil  Service  Commission 
Announees  Meeting  Dates 

The  Civil  Service  Commission,  under 
date  of  August  3,  directed  the  following 
communication  to  all  department  heads  in 
charge  of  non-certificated  personnel  relative 
to  future  meetings  of  that  body: 

"At  its  meeting  of  August  1.  1945  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  gave  first  reading  to  the 
following  amendment  to  Rule  41^ — Regular 
and  Special  Meetings: 

'Section  1.  Regular  Meetings.  The  com- 
mission will  meet  in  regular  session  in  its 
office  in  the  City  Hall  every  Wednesday 
at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m.;  such  meeting  shall  not 
be  closed  or  adjourned  before  5:15  p.  m. 
However,  nothing  contained  herein  shall  be 
construed  as  barring  the  commission  from 
recessing  from  time  to  time  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  meeting.' 

"Final  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the 
rule  is  scheduled  for  August  8. 

"Beginning  August  8  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  will  convene  in  public  meeting 
in  its  meeting  hall  in  room  154  at  3  o'clock 
p.  m.  each  Wednesday  and  will  continue  in 
session  until  the  business  of  the  meeting  is 
disposed  of,  but  will  not  adjourn  the  public 
meeting  earlier  than  5:15  o'clock  p.  m. 

"In  this  connection  however  we  invite  at- 
tention to  the  following  provisions  of  Rule 
41   which  ■will  not  be  altered: 

'Original  petitions,  or  original  requests 
for  rulings,  must  be  filed  in  writing  in  the 
office  of  the  commission  before  12  o'clock 
noon  on  Monday,  and,  when  so  filed,  will 
be  heard  at  the  regular  meeting  to  be  held 
on  the  Wednesday  next  following.

Classification  List  Reminder 

Elementary  principals  are  reminded  to 
give  immediate  attention  to  the  correct  com- 
pilation of  classification  blanks  (name  of 
teacher,  grade  placement,  substitute,  etc.),  in 
anticipation  of  classification  to  be  sent  in 
during  the  second  week  of  the  new  term. 

In  addition,  principals  of  all  schools  when 
sending    in    their   lists   of   names,    addresses 


and   telephone  numbers   of  teachers   should 
include  the  postal  zone  number. 

School  Lists  Due  September  20 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than 
September  20,  the  complete  enrollment  by 
classes  as  of  September  18. 

Type  or  write  plainly  in  ink  on  only  one 
side  of  the  paper.  Do  not  use  mimeograph 
paper  as  these  lists  are  kept  on  file  for  one 
term.  The  list  for  each  class  should  be  ar- 
ranged alphabetically  and  should  contain 
the  following  information: 

Name  of  school,  grade,  name  of  teacher, 
room  number,  name  of  pupil,  address,  date 
of  birth.  (Do  not  use  nicknames.)  If  a  teach- 
er has  more  than  one  grade,  list  them  sep- 
arately. (Do  not  mix  A's  and  B's.) 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils, 
please  give  the  floor  and  room  number  in 
addition  to  the  street  address.  Also  both 
American  and  Chinese  names. 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of 
the  children  who  are  actually  enrolled  in  the 
class.  In  order  to  keep  records  correct,  any: 
child  who  returns  to  school  after  September 
18  ,  or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be 
reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at 
once  either  by  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  By 
an   "Entered  Without  Transfer  "   slip. 

Birthdate  Data   Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked 
immediately,  principals  are  requested  to  send 
at  once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  "Reg- 
istration of  Minor  "  blanks  for  all  pupils  en- 
tering the  kindergarten  and  lA  grades.  If 
the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the 
teacher  will  have  to  prepare  the  blank  from 
data  on  the  permanent  card.  Only  in  this 
way  will  it  be  possible  for  the  Bureau  to 
make  its  immediate  check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor  "  blanks  should 
contain  the  following  information,  if  avail- 
able: the  number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the 
place  and  date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon, 
and  a  signed  statement  that  the  teacher  has 
seen  the  birth  certificate.  If  no  birth  ceri- 
ficate  is  obtainable,  a  hospital  certificate  may 
be  used  instead.  If  such  birth  verification  is 
not  readily  available,  however,  "Registra- 
tion of  Minor"  blanks  are  not  to  be  delayed 
but    are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
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kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  March  1,  1941.  All  entrants  to  the  first 
grade    must   have   been   born   on   or   before 
March  1,  1940.

Ringworm  of  the  Scalp 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  ring- 
worm of  the  scalp  was  on  the  increase  in  the 
elementary  schools.  In  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  this  contagion  during  the  coming 
term  it  is  essential  to  diagnose  cases  early 
before  they  are  able  to  spread  the  infection. 

Teachers  are  requested,  therefore,  to  iso- 
late in  the  classroom  any  children  with  su- 
spicious lesions  of  the  scalp.  This  condition 
can  be  diagnosed  by  the  school  nurse  or 
school  physician. 
"Left  Without  Transfer"  Forms  Due 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made, 
principals  are  requested  to  send  to  the  Bur- 
eau of  Attendance  not  later  than  September 
20,  a  "Left  Without  Transfer"  slip  for  every 
child  who  was  on  the  school  roll  on  June  22, 
but  who  has  not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 


school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a 
transfer  to  another  school  should  be  im- 
mediately reported  to  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance as  "Left  Without  Transfer." 

Students  Praised  For  Waste 
Paper  Collections

from  Harold  Brayton,  chief,  of  the  Regional 
Office,  War  Production  Board,  commending 
students  for  their  effort  during  the  1944-45 
school  year: 

"I  have  just  received  a  report  of  the  San 
Francisco  School  Collections  for  the  1944 
Fall  Term  amounting  to  823,470  pounds 
and  the  1945  Spring  Term  amounting  to  1,- 
397,730  pounds,  totaling  2,221,200  pounds. 

"I  know  that  it  is  gratifying  to  you  as  it 
is  to  me,  that  in  our  city,  the  youngsters  of 
our  schools  responded  so  energetically  and 
patriotically,  and  to  such  an  exceptional  ex- 
tent, to  the  critical  needs  of  our  war  machine.

Teachers'  Sick  Leave 
Provisions  Clarified 

The  Superintendent  is  pleased  to  inform 
all  certified  employees  that  the  Board  of 
Education  at  its  last  meeting  readopted  the 
provisions  of  the  previous  salary  schedule 
in  re  the  amount  deducted  for  absence  due 
to  illness. 

This  means  that  the  Board  will  continue 
to  absorb  $2.50  of  the  amount  paid  to  the 
substitute.  Elementary  teachers  thus  will 
have  only  $5.00  per  day  deducted  from  their 
salary  for  substitute  teachers  instead  of 
$7.50.  Junior  high  school  teachers  will 
have  $6.50  deducted  instead  of  $9.00.  High 
school  teachers  also  will  have  $6.50  deduc- 
ted instead  of  $9.00.  This  deduction  will  be 
effective  from  the  sixth  day  of  absence  due 
to  illness  to  and  including  the  end  of  the 
fifth  school  month. 

This  is  a  very  generous  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Education  since,  by  action 
of  the  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature 
teachers  will  in  addition  receive  five  days 
sick  leave  per  year  cumulative  for  five 
years,  making  a  toial  of  25  days  sick  leave 
without  any  deduction  of  salary. 

Some  time  ago  the  Superintendent  had 
recommended  that  this  plan  be  continued  on 
a  trial  basis  and  on  motion  of  Commissioner 
Garret  McEnerney  it  was  unanimously 
adopted.  The  Superintendent  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  this  action  provides  the 
San  Francisco  teachers  with  the  most  gen- 
erous sick  leave  allowance  of  any  school 
district  in  California.  Its  continuance  de- 
pends upon  the  cooperation  of  all  the  teach- 
ers to  see  that  there  are  no  abuses.  The 
Superintendent  has  expressed  his  confidence 
to  the  Board  that  such  will  be  the  case.

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Col.  Hans  C.  Adamson  Lauds 
"Back  to  School"  Movement 

The  Superintendent's  office  is  in  receipt 
of  the  following  communication  from  Col- 
onel Hans  C.  Adamson,  Army  Air  Corps 
Chief,  Personnel  Narratives  Division,  and 
more  recently  a  member  of  the  famous 
Rickenbacker  party  which  spent  twenty^one 
days  on  a  raft  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  laud- 
ing the  "Back  to  School"  movement  now 
underway  throughout  the  nation: 

"I  have  just  been  reading  in  the  newspa- 
pers about  the  drive  being  undertaken  to 
guide  boys  and  girls  back  to  school  this  fall 
so  that  they  may  complete  their  education 
and  therefore,  be  of  greater  value  to  the  Na- 
tion and  to  the  World  in  making  and  main- 
taining a  prosperous,  peaceful  and  grogres- 
sive  future. 

"There  can  be  no  light  in  the  beacon  of 
peace  unless  enlightened  generations  of  men 
and  women  keep  it  bright.  And  that  is  why 
the  Great  Tomorrow  begins  in  the  class- 
rooms of  our  schools  Today.  I  wish  I  had 
an  opportunity  to  go  forth  again  and  do  my 
little  share  in  the  great  work  you  are  doing; 
but,  unfortunately,  when  you  receive  this 
letter,  I  will  be  heading  into  retirement  as 
the  old  mechanism  has  not  been  functioning 
as  well  of  late  as  it  should. 

"But,  anyway— here  is  good  luck  to  you 
in  the  execution  of  your  great  responsibility 
and  that  goes  all  the  way  down  the  line  from 
heads  of  state  to  teachers  in  classrooms. 
You  can  tell  them  this  much:  That—if  mil- 
lions of  boys  and  girls  had  not  had  the  good 
sense  to  stay  in  school  and  learn  to  use  their 
heads,  we  would  have  never  have  converted 
to  Victory  as  quickly  as  we  did.  Nor  will  we 
convert  to  Peace  with  the  greatest  speed 
unless  those  who  have  been  at  war  or  in 
work  man  their  peacetime  battle  stations  in 
the  schools.  " 


To  Principals  and  Teachers 
Of  Elementary  Schools 

The  unselfish  service  ffiven  by  principals 
and  teachers  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
during  the  opening  days  of  the  term  is 
worthy  of  special  commendation. 

Due  to  circumstances  beyond  our  con- 
trol it  ivas  not  possible  to  assign  teachers 
or  substitutes  for  all  classes.  Many  schools 
lacked  from  one  to  four  teachers;  some 
classes  had  new  substitutes  every  day.  En- 
rollment in  some  of  the  classes  ran  as  high 
as  sixty-five  under  the  supervision  of  one 
teacher.  I  am  cognizant  of  the  fact  that 
teachers  voluntarily  took  children,  for 
whom  no  teachers  were  available,  into  their 
own  already  overcrowded  classrooms.  Prin- 
cipals and  Vice  Principals  taught  classes  in 
addition  to  their  regular,  assigned  ivork. 

I  appreciate  your  splendid  spirit  and  as- 
sure you  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
secure  competent  teachers  for  the  elemen- 
tary schools.

Proclamation  of  Honorable  Roger  D.  Lap- 
ham,  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  declaring  that  no  emergency  ex- 
ists as  defined  by  subdivision  (f)  of  Section 
2  of  Ordinance  No.  1461,  which  necessitates 
the  continuation  of  the  prohibition  against 
certain  types  of  lights  during  emergency,  as 
set  forth  in  Section  6  of  said  Ordinance  No. 
1461. 

Section  1.  WHEREAS.  Ordinance  No. 
1461  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisiors

Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  for  the  purpose  of  making  effec- 
tive the  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  did 
declare  that  an  emergency  existed  by  reason 
of  the  war  between  Germany  and  Japan 
with  the  AlHed  Nations,  and  by  reason  of 
said  emergency  the  safety  of  the  people  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was 
endangered,  and  that  it  was  necessary  for 
the  safety  of  the  people  of  the  said  city  and 
county  that  certain  types  of  lighting  should 
be  prohibited   during  such  emergency;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Western  Defense  Com- 
mand has  determined  and  ordered  that  the 
prohibition  against  said  lighting  as  set  forth 
in  Section  6  of  said  Ordinance  No.  1461  be 
removed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  California  has  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
authority  vested  in  him  by  Chapter  No.  229 
of  the  Laws  of  1943,  issued  his  proclama- 
tion effective  on  August  1,  1945,  that  black- 
out and  dimout  regulations  are  no  longer 
necessary  in  the  State  of  California  for  the 
safety  of  the  people  thereof,  and  has  termin- 
ated the  regulations  of  said  Chapter  229  of 
the  Laws  of  1943  as  far  as  blackout  and 
dimout  regulations  are  concerned. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  L  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do 
hereby  determine  and  declare  that  the  emer-

Handling  Pay  Warrants

following  communication  from  Harold  J.

"A  power  of  attorney  authorizing  a  bank 
to  pick  up  an  employee's  pay  warrants  and 
deposit  same  to  his  account,  will  apply  only 
to  warrants  drawn  on  regular  semi-monthly 
or  monthly  payrolls. 

"Other  pay  warrants,  such  as  those  drawn 
from  overtime,  supplementary  or  vacation 
payrolls,  will  be  transmitted  to  departments 
for  delivery  to  employees.

September  time  rolls  for  all  day  schools, 
including  Samuel  Gompers  Day  Division, 
must  be  delivered  to  the  payroll  department 
before  10:30  o'clock,  Tuesday  morning, 
September  25.

Evening  Schools  must  deliver  their  time 
rolls  after  the  closing  se&sion,  September  28. 

Timerolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  must  be 
dehvered  with  the  teachers'  timerolls.  There 
are  fifteen  working  days  in  the  last  half  of 
September,  with  the  exception  of  elemen- 
tary school  clerks,  who  have  ten  days. 

A  few  schools  are  marking  the  timerolls 
for  clerks  and  janitors  with  the  symbol  W 
■ — ^which  is  obsolete.  Each  working  day  is 
marked  with  the  hours  worked,  in  most 
instances  it  is  8  hours.  Some  elementary 
school  clerks  are  working  7  hours.  Satur- 
days, Sundays  and  holidays  must  be  marked 
with  the  symbol  H.  To  enable  the  payroll 
division  of  the  Civil  Service  Department  to 
clear  the  timerolls  promptly,  the  Payroll 
Department  asks  that  all  changes  in  attend- 
ance be  marked  in  red  pencil.

Quarantine   Regulations   Revised 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  advises 
that  quarantine  regulations  for  Scarlet 
Fever  have  recently  been  revised.  The  new 
regulation  will  quarantine  cases  for  14  days 
from  the  date  of  onset  and  until  complete 
recovery.  When  the  patient  remains  at 
home,  the  quarantine  period  for  the  con- 
tacts will  be  14  days  from  the  date  of  the 
onset  of  the  case.  When  the  patient  is  re- 
moved from  the  home,  the  quarantine  period 
on  the  contacts  will  be  7  days  from  the  date 
of  last  exposure.

History  and  Purpose:  American  Educa- 
tion Week  grew  out  of  the  First  World 
War.  It  was  first  observed  in  1921.  Twen- 
ty-five percent  of  the  men  examined  in  the 
draft  were  illiterate;  20  percent  were  phy- 
sically unfit  many  were  foreignborn  and 
had  little  understanding  of  American  life. 
During  the  war,  the  schools  Avere  drained 
of  teachers,  especially  men.  In  thefall  of 
1920,  thousands  of  schools  were  closed  for 
want  of  teachers.  A  campaign  of  public 
information  was  needed  to  correct  this  sit- 
uation. Today  we  have  almost  a  parallel 
situation.  The  need  for  public  enlighten- 
ment concerning  education  is  urgent.  The 
United  States  failed  to  heed  the  lessons 
the  last  war  taught  concerning  our  human 
resources.  America  cannot  afford  to  repeat 
that  tragic  mistake.  Let  us  prepare  for  the 
future  by  developing  the  most  precious  re- 
source we  have — ^our  people.

Retirement  Annuity  Contributions 

Section  14479  of  the  State  Education 
Code  relating  to  Retirement  Annuity  con- 
tributions was  amended  to  provide  that 
contributions  shall  be  deducted  from  all 
salaries  earned  by  a  member  not  to  exceed 
$3,000  per  year.  If  a  member's  annual  sa- 
lary amounts  to  more  than  $3,000  per  year. 
Retirement  Annuity  contributions  are  to  be 
deducted  from  the  first  $3,000  earned  by 
such  member  in  the  current  fiscal  year. 
This  will  mean  that  deductions  are  made 
from  the  total  of  each  salary  payment  until 
$3,000  has  been  paid  and  not  as  in  the 
past  on  the  portion  of  the  installment  earn- 
ed and  credited  service.

"San  Francisco  Tuberculosis  Association 
wishes  to  extend  through  you,  to  all  teachers 
and  other  employees  of  the  public  schools  a 
cordial  invitation  to  have  a  free  chest  X-ray 
made  at  the  Survey  Center  operated  by  the 
Association  and  the  Health  Department  in 
Grove  Street. 

"In  the  last  year  more  than  30,000  per- 
sons have  been  examined  at  surveys  ar- 
ranged by  the  Association,  either  at  101 
Grove  Street  or  with  an  X-ray  unit  that  is 
moved  from  place  to  place  in  San  Francisco. 
We  are  glad  to  note  that  a  considerable 
number  of  teachers  and  school  employees 
has  been  examined  at  these  sessions. 

"Because  all  children  of  school  age  are 
required  to  be  in  close,  almost  daily  contact 
with  teachers,  janitors,  cafeteria  workers 
and  other  adults  employed  by  the  school 
system,  it  is  particularly  important  that  every 
one  of  these  adults  should  be  certain  he  is 
free  from  tuberculosis.

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Eighteenth  Annual  Standard         Teachers  To  Hold  Open 
School  Broadcast  House  for  Servicemen 


In  its  eighteenth  consecutive  school  year 
on  the  air,  the  Standard  School  Broadcast 
course  in  music-enjoyment  is  being  present- 
ed to  the  schools  of  the  Far  West  by  Stand- 
ard Oil  Company  of  California,  beginning 
October  18.  The  weekly  half-hour  pro- 
grams are  heard  on  Thursday  mornings  over 
National  Broadcasting's  Station  KPO.  As 
companion  program  to  the  Standard  School 
Broadcast,  The  Standard  Hour  will  con- 
tinue to  be  affiliated  with  the  School  Broad- 
cast through  frequent  rendition  of  music 
common  to  both  programs. 

Pioneer  among  commercial  organizations 
sponsoring  broadcasts  in  the  public  interest, 
with  its  first  symphony  broadcasts  in  1926 
and  its  first  school  programs  in  1928,  Stan- 
dard of  California  has  achieved  the  record 
of  presenting  the  world's  longest  estab- 
lished, uninterrupted  radio  project  of  music- 
education  and  entertainment. 

These  radio  lessons  and  concerts  of  fine 
music  of  all  types,  though  always  broadcast 
on  a  regional  network,  have  been  accorded 
national  recognition  on  several  occasions, 
in  direct  competition  with  local,  regional 
and  transcontinental  programs.

In  the  Broadcast,  enter- 
tainment and  education  are  welded  into  a 
modern  educational  tool  that  presents  an  un- 
paralleled opportunity  for  outstanding  class- 
room work.

democracy.  Democracy  is  always  at  war 
with  stupidity  and  ignorance.  We  must 
learn  how  to  get  along  with  people.  We 
must  learn  to  get  along  .  .  .  respecting  the 
individual  humanity  of  the  other  fellow,  on 
every  level  ...  in  the  family,  in  the  gang, 
in  the  class,  in  the  school,  in  the  job,  in  the 
union,  in  the  city  and  state  and  natipn,  and 
in  the  world.  We  must  learn  that  what 
serves  the  family  or  group  best  serves  us 
best  as  individuals.  We  must  learn  that 
what  serves  the  world  best  serves  us  best 
as  a  nation.  We  must  learn  the  universal 
victory  of  co-operation  rather  than  the  one- 
sided gain  by  force.  We  must  learn  to 
settle  our  misunderstandings  while  they  are 
small^ — ^in  the  family,  the  group,  the  nation, 
the  world — ^and  to  straighten  them  out  be- 
fore they  become  bitter  quarrels  or  deadly 
wars.  We  must  learn  the  spirit  in  which 
difficulties  can  be  settled  peaceably.

Dr.  Curtis  E.  Warren,  superintendent  of 
schools,  in  calling  the  attention  of  principals 
and  teachers  to  the  part  the  schools  should 
take  in  this  civic  event  said: 

"American  Education  Week  offers  the 
best  opportunity  of  the  school  year  for  a 
concerted  citywide  effort  to  help  the  pubhc 
understand  the  schools  of  today,  their 
achievements,  and  their   problems. 

"I  urge  all  principals  and  teachers  to 
plan  carefully  for  an  effective  observance  of 
this  civic  event.  The  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco should  know  what  the  schools  at  all 
levels  of  the  educational  program  are  doing 
for  the  children."

"Our  American  schools  seek  to  promote  the 
general  welfare  by  serving  all  the  people  and 
by  developing  in  all  children  a  concern  for 
the  .general  welfare. 

".They  have  adapted  and  expanded  their 
program  in  keeping  with  the  needs  of  society 
so''  f£lr  as  permitted  by  the  limits  of  financial 
support  made  available  to    them. 

'"This  nation,  however,  is  not  supporting 
civilian  education  as  generously  as  it  should. 
Due  to  this  fact  and  to  the  war,  which  inter- 


rupted the  educational  careers  of  millions  of 
our  young  people,  the  nation  faces  a  tre- 
mendous educational  deficit. 

"The  primary  reason  for  lack  of  adequate 
support  of  education  is  that  the  people  have 
not  understood  the  need  for  better  schools. 
That  is  why  an  effective  nationwide  annual  ob- 
servance of  American  Education  Week  is  so 
important. 

"Let  us  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
to  show  what  our  schools  are  doing  and  what 
their  needs  are.  Let  us  promote  thorogoing 
discussion  with  laymen  of  the  problems  and 
plans  of  the  schools. 

"We  have  unique  opportunities  to  build  a 
better  and  a  happier  world  thru  the  schools."

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Veterans'  Counseling 
Center  Created 

The  Veterans'  Counseling  Center,  re- 
cently established  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  response  to  Superintendent  Warren's 
recommendation,  has  started  its  work  of 
providing  assistance  to  veterans  in  their  vo- 
cational and  educational  problems.  Even 
though  little  publicity  has  been  spread  con- 
cerning the  services  available,  large  num- 
bers of  veterans  are  reporting  to  the  coun- 
selors for  assistance. 

The  Center  was  created  as  a  part  of  the 
Adult  and  Vocational  Education  Division 
of  the  School  Department.  A  counseling 
and  clerical  staff,  adequate  to  handle  the 
anticipated  w^ork-load,  has  been  authorized 
and  several  appointments  made  thus  far. 
Ward  M.  Nichols  has  been  appointed  man- 
ager of  the  Center,  and  W.  Morris  Williams 
and  Henry  C.  Lindgren  have  been  appointed 
counselors.  All  three  men  are  San  Fran- 
ciscans and  veterans  of  World  War  II. 

The  Veterans'  Administration  has  had 
long  experience  with  the  counseling  prob- 
lems presented  by  disabled  veterans  claim- 
ing benefits  under  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Act,  Public  Law  16,  and  also  with  those 
veterans  claiming  benefits  under  the  Service- 
man's Readjustment  Act  of  1944,  Pubhc 
Law  346.  As  a  result  of  this  experience, 
counselor's  qualifications  have  been  created 
by  U.  S.  Civil  Service  Commission  for  use 
by  the  Veterans'  Administration  in  its  selec- 
tion of  personnel.  Because  of  the  compar- 
able problems  encountered  by  the  Counsel- 
ing Center  and  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion, the  same  education  and  experience 
specifications  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Counseling  Center  as  a  guide  in  selecting 
its  counselors.

Revision  of  Promotion  Policies 
In  The  Elementary  Schools 

Cases  of  retardation  or  acceleration  of 
pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  shall  be  de- 
termined by  agreement  of  the  teacher  in 
whose  room  the  child  has  spent  the  last  term 
prior  to  his  acceleration  or  retardation  and 
the  principal  of  the  school,  except  in  the 
following  cases: 

1.  Cases  in  which  a  boy  or  girl  is  ac- 
celerated or  retarded  for  more  than  one 
term. 

2.  Cases  in  which  the  acceleration  or  re- 
tardation occurs  for  a  second  time  in 
the  elementary  schools. 

3.  Cases  in  which  there  is  doubt  by  the 
principal  or  the  teacher. 

In  the  above  exceptions,  the  assistant  su- 
perintendent in  charge  of  elementary  schools 
shall  cause  a  case  study  to  be  made  by  the 
department  of  Child  Welfare  or  the  Bureau 
of  Research  on  forms  prepared  by  the  assist- 
ant superintendent's  office  and  the  assistant 
superintendent  shall  make  a  decision  on  the 
basis  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
department  making  the  study.

the  Federal  Civil  Service  Commission  for 
the  Veterans'  Administration,  have  been  ac- 
cepted as  a  guide  in  selecting  applicants. 
These  specifications  include  at  least  four 
years  of  responsible  experience  in  (a)  Per- 
sonnel Management,  (b)  Vocational  Re- 
habihtation,  (c)  full-time  Vocational  Guid- 
ance or  placement,  (d)  teaching  in  college 
courses  of  subjects  related  to  the  counseling 
process,  (e)  social  service  case  \vork,  or 
(f)  training  or  selecting  personnel  for  as- 
signment to  various  types  of  work  in  the 
armed  forces. 

So  that  the  most  complete  service  possible 
may  be  made  available  to  the  veteran,  an 
expert  in  each  of  the  following  fields  will  be 
employed:  (a)  evaluation  of  training  and 
experience  gained  in  the  armed  forces,  (b) 
Psychological  tests — ^Administration  and  In- 
terpretation, (c)  Rehabilitation  of  the  Dis- 
abled, (d)  Social  Service  Case  Work,  (e) 
Clinical  Psychologist,  (f)  a  specialist  in  op- 
portunities in  the  various  trades  and  indus- 
tries. It  is  not  intended  that  these  people 
shall  restrict  themselves  to  counseling  in  the 
field  of  specialization,  but  that  their  knowl- 
edge and  experience  may  be  pooled  in  the 
interest  of  the  veteran. 

Applications  have  been  received  from  a 
number  of  highly  qualified  individuals,  but 
further  selections  will  be  postponed  until 
more  figures  are  available  on  the  work-load 
to  be  carried. 

Veterans  will  be  referred  to  the  head 
counselors  of  the  various  schools  for  the 
purpose  of  scheduling  and  further  guidance. 
Test  results  will  be  furnished  and  the 
assistance  of  the  Counseling  Center  made 
available  to  all  counselors.

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Physical  Properties  Division 
Urges  Rodent  Eradication 

The  infestation  of  some  school  buildings 
by  rats,  cockroaches  and  similar  pests  is 
becoming  increasingly  serious.  Principals 
are  urged  to  require  all  lunch  remains  or 
other  refuse  to  be  placed  in  garbage  cans 
and  to  report  results  of  eradication  efforts 
at   regular  intervals. 

Janitors,  engineers  and  cooks  have  a  defi- 
nite responsibility,  in  the  matter  of  control 
and  eradication  of  pests  of  this  nature.  It 
is  their  duty  to  report  to  the  Division  of 
Physical  Properties  the  first  indications  of 
any  infestation  of  the  building.  Janitors 
should  be  particularly  careful  to  see  that  all 
outside  doors  and  windows  near  the  ground 
are  closed  early  in  the  afternoon  as  rats 
readily  come  into  the  building  by  this  means. 
Cooks  should  be  especially  careful  to  see 
that  food  is  not  left  unprotected  to  attract 
rats  and  roaches.  Dry  cereals,  flour,  sugar, 
etc.,  should  be  kept  in  screw-top  glass  jars 
or  tins.  Garbage  cans  should  be  closed 
tightly  at  all  times.  If  in  need  of  repair, 
requisitions  should  be  submitted. 

The  Rose  Exterminator  Company  has 
been  engaged  to  eradicate  these  pests  in 
certain  schools  where  conditions  have  been 
extreme.  If,  after  a  visit  by  the  representa- 
tive of  the  company,  new  inroads  of  rats  are 
noticed,  please  report  them  to  the  Division 
of  Physical  Properties  at  once  so  that  the 
company  may  set  out  new  bait.

In  proclaiming  Brotherhood  Week,  Pres- 
ident Harry  Truman  said: 

"The  armies  of  the  United  Nations  won 
a  conclusive  victory  over  the  forces  of  tyr- 
anny which  exploited  racial  and  religious 
hatred  to  divide  the  world  and  destroy 
freedom.  The  ideal  of  democracy  is  a  so- 
ciety in  which  each  seeks  the  truth  in  his 
own  way  and  all  are  united  by  understand- 
ing and  mutual  need.  The  good  world  of 
the  future  must  be  built  on  the  foundation 
of  the  recognition  of  the  dignity  and  rights 
of  each  individual,  whatever  his  race,  creed 
or  national  background. 

"Among  all  the  nations  the  United  States 
stands  as  the  exemplar  of  a  people  grown 
great  through  this  liberty.  Now,  as  never 
before,  we  as  a  people  are  called  upon  to 
demonstrate  with  even  greater  briliiance  the 
glory  of  our  freedom.  It  is  the  light  which 
alone  can  guide  the  future  of  mankind  into 
the  ways  of  peace. 

"Within  our  own  borders  we  are  facing 
the  huge  task  of  reconversion.  This  is  a 
job  of  such  magnitude  that  it  can  be  done 
well  only  as  all  of  us  work  together.  The 
teamwork  of  the  armed  forces  won  the  war. 
The  spirit  of  teamwork  should  extend  to 
our  national  life.  As  we  united  for  victory, 
we  must  unite  for  peace.  Let  our  aim  be 
'In  Peace  as  in  War  —  Teamwork.' 

"Because  I  believe  that  the  health  of  our 
democracy  draws  its  strength  from  the 
wells  of  deep  spiritual  understanding,  I  am 
happy  to  join  with  the  National  Conference 
of  Christians  and  Jews  in  calling  upon  our 
people  to  observe  Brotherhood  Week  from 
February  17  to  24,  1946.  I  hope  that  in 
every  community  throughout  the  Country 
our  people  will  meet  together  to  rejoice  in 
the  greatness  of  the  land  which  belongs  to 
all  of  us  and  to  pledge  themselves  to  the 
continuance  of  that  loyalty  which  will  unite 
our  Country  as  the  leader  of  peace  and 
the  happy  home  of  all  our  citizens." 


Birthdate  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked 
immediately,  principals  are  requested  to 
send  at  once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
" Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  for  all  pupils 
entering  the  kindergarten  and  lA  grades. 
If  the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these, 
the  teacher  will  have  to  prepare  the  blank 
irom  data  on  the  permanent  card.  Only 
in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the  Bureau 
to  make  its  immediate  check  of  ages. 

"Kegistration  of  Minor  '  blanks  should 
contain  the  toiiowing  information,  it  avail- 
able: the  number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the 
place  and  date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon, 
and  a  signed  statement  that  the  teacher  has 
seen  the  birth  certificate.  If  no  birth  cer- 
tificate is  obtainable,  a  hospital  certificate 
may  be  used  instead.  If  such  birth  verifi- 
cation is  not  readily  available,  however, 
"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  August  1,  1941.  All  entrants  to  the 
first  grade  must  have  been  born  on  or  be- 
fore August  1,  1940. 


"Left  Without  Transfers"  Forms  Due 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of 
all  pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be 
made,  principals  are  requested  to  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  Feb- 
ruary 15,  a  "Left  Without  Transfer"  shp 
for  every  child  who  was  on  the  school  roll 
on  February  1,  but  who  has  not  registered 
this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  trans- 
fer to  another  school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  as 
"Left  Without  Transfer." 


Causes  of  Absence  Due  to  illness 

In  reporting  absence  due  to  illness  the 
nature  of  the  illness  as  well  as  the  number 
of  days  absent  should  be  checked  or  entered 
in  each  case.  Absence  reports  should  be 
summarized  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
close  of  the  school  month  in  order  that  the 
city  summary  may  be  sent  to  Sacramento 
not  later  than  the  15th  of  the  month.

Respect  for  the  Property  «f  Others 

Under  date  of  February  4,  the  Superin- 
tendent addressed  the  following  communica- 
tion to  all  principals: 

"The  Superintendent  has  received  a  letter 
from  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Home  Builders  of  San  Francisco,  Inc. 
He  states  that  a  few  weeks  ago  several 
homes  under  construction  were  seriously 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  seven  thousand 
dollars.  Upon  completion,  these  homes  are 
to  be  occupied  by  veterans  and  their  fam- 
ilies. Mail  boxes  were  torn  from  plastered 
walls,  electric  wiring  was  cut,  switches  were 
broken,  kitchen  appliances  destroyed,  kit- 
chen walls  and  floors  marked,  holes  were 
punched  in  walls  and  ceilings  throughout 
the  houses,  windows  and  skylights  were 
broken  and  other  damage  evident.  It  will 
take  months  to  replace  the  critical  materials 
destroyed  and  make  the  necessary  repairs, 
thus  depriving  veterans  of  an  opportunity 
to  reestabhsh  their  homes. 

"The  matter  was  reported  to  the  police 
and  several  children  ranging  in  age  from 
ten  to  thirteen  were  apprehended  and  ap- 
peared before  the  Juvenile  Court;  the  parents 
face  a  civil  court  action  for  damages. 

"I  should  like  to  ask  that  you  bring  forci- 
bly to  the  attention  of  all  your  students  that 
buildings  under  construction  are  dangerous 
playgrounds  for  children  and  many  have 
suffered  serious  injury  as  a  result  of  being 
on   the  premises  unlawfully."

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Schools  Tune-in  on 
600th  Schoolcast 

Most  popular  of  all  local  radio  programs 
directed  to  schools  is  "Schoolcast,"  now  in 
its  sixth  year.  Recently  Dwight  Newton, 
who  writes  and  broadcasts  the  program  on 
Station  KPO  each  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday,  went  on  the  air  with  his  pro- 
gram number  six  hundred  in  the  "School- 
cast"  series. 

Reminiscently,  Mr.  Newton  told  how  the 
idea  for  such  a  program  was  originally  sug- 
gested to  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  in 
1941  by  a  member  of  the  Radio  Committee 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  Said 
Mr.  Newton: 

"Mr.  George  Mullany,  now  on  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College, 
was  a  vitally  motivating  factor  in  the  or- 
ganization of  "Schoolcast."  He  patiently 
edited  many  scripts  and  it  was  he  who  sug- 
gested the  map  reference  and  the  series  of 
five  questions  for  each  broadcast. 

"Mr.  Edwin  E.  Niccolls,  now  assistant 
superintendent  of  schools,  was  a  frequent 
visitor.  So  was  Lewis  Ferrari,  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  George  Washington 
High  School. 

"Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts,  assistant  super- 
intendent of  elementary  schools,  arranged 
for  every  sixth  grade  teacher  in  the  city  to 
audition  the  first  schoolcast  programs  and 
to  make  suggestions. 

"Superintendent  Curtis  Warren  has  not 
only  offered  advice  on  the  conduct  of  the 
program,  but  has  on  several  occasions  ap- 
peared as  a  special  guest.  Last  Fall  it  was 
he  who  suggested  that  we  hold  open  house 
for  classmates  on  Friday — ^which  we  have 
been  doing  ever  since." 

The  worth  of  "Schoolcast"  grows  with 
each  program,  because,  in  a  larger  sense 
it  is  the  product  of  teachers  whose  sugges- 
tions are  written  into  the  programs.  It  is 
equally  popular  in  schools  outside  San 
Francisco.  In  a  modern  way  the  program 
emphasizes  history  and  spelling.  It  is  in- 
tended for  sixth  grade  listeners  but  fan  mail 
indicates  it  is  heard  also  in  junior  and  senior 
high  schools.

Rule  On  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  member- 
ship in  professional  organizations,  Supt. 
Curtis  E.  Warren  calls  attention  to  the 
following  regulation  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14, 
1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Profes- 
sional Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of 
the  Board  of  Education  shall  have  com- 
plete freedom  in  selecting  the  professional 
organizations  which  they  may  wish  to  join, 
without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any 
administrative  officer  or  other  school  em- 
ployee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to 
any  teacher  organization  in  the  schools 
shall  be  fully  and  unreservedly  extended 
to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure 
by  any  principal  or  other  administrative 
officer  or  other  school  employee  to  in- 
fluence any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain 
from  joining  any  organization  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall 
call  attention  to  this  rule  at  the  beginning 
of  each  school  term  by  means  of  a  notice 
in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin.

Cooperation  Asked 

The  Superintendent  is  in  receipt  of  the 
following  communication,  which  is  self-ex- 
planatory, from  Chief  of  Police  Charles  W. 
Dullea: 

"For  the  past  months  we  have  been  diligently 
enforcing  the  provisions  of  Section  521  of  the 
Municipal  Police  Code.  This  section  prohibits 
any  minor  under  the  age  of  17  years  from  hav- 
ing in  his  possession  any  pistol,  firearm  or  in- 
strument capable  of  discharging  any  powder, 
cartridge  or  other  explosive  within  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

"Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  by 
this  Department  from  persons  residing  in  the 
ingleside,  Taraval  and  Sunset  of  stray  bullets 
entering  their  homes.  Common  complaints 
have  also  been  received  from  persons  who  en- 
joy walking  or  horse-back  riding  in  the  Lake 
Merced  area  of  firearms  being  discharged  in 
this  vicinity. 

"The  boys,  in  discharging  the  firearms  at 
some  objective,  evidently  do  not  realize  when 
they  miss  the  targets  the  bullets  continue  on 
their  way  until  spent. 

"It  is  felt  if  you  would  insert  in  the  school 
bulletin  a  notice  calling  the  attention  of  stu- 
dents to  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  this  re- 
gard it  would  be  helpful  in  alleviating  the 
serious  condition."

Superintendent  Curtis  E.  Warren  made 
the  following  statement  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  meet- 
ing of  Tuesday,  March  26,  concerning  the 
matter  of  limiting  the  outside  activities  car- 
ried on  in  the  schools: 

"The  Board  of  Education  has  indicated 
interest  in  the  number  of  outside  activities 
which  are  being  carried  on  in  the  schools  of 
the  city.  A  report  of  the  extent  of  these  out- 
side activities  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Board.  A  recommendation  from  the  Super- 
intendent's office  setting  up  procedures  by 
which  they  may  be  limited  has  been  reques- 
ed.    The  following  solution  is  recommended: 

"That  inasmuch  as  outside  activities,  in- 
cluding works,  contests,  assembhes,  request- 
ed by  outside  groups  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting some  project,  and  various  drives  for 
funds,  clothing,  papers,  etc.,  interfere  un- 
necessarily with  time  which  should  be  de- 
voted to  the  educational  program,  the  Board 
of  Education  establishes  the  policy  that  they 
be  restricted. 

"In  order  that  this  policy  be  carried  out, 
the  Board  of  Education  authorizes  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  to  set  up  a  com- 
mittee to  reject  or  accept  all  such  requests, 
to  require  that  they  shall  be  submitted  to 
this  committee,  and  to  regard  its  decisions 
as  final.  Nothing  in  this  resolution  shall 
limit  the  activities  of  principals  in  conduct- 
ing student  body  affairs  or  assembly  pro- 
grams which  are  planned  by  the  principal 
and  his  staff  or  activities  of  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association. 

"It  is  the  intention  of  the  Superintendent 
to  set  up  policies  which  will  guide  the  com- 
mittee in  its  actions  and  to  limit  activities 
which  are  approved  to  those  whih  will  con- 
sume the  least  possible  school  time  and  which 
have  the  greatest  value  as  part  of  the  total 
educational  program." 

The  following  resolution  was  then  reg- 
ularly moved,  duly  seconded,  and  unani- 
mously adopted. 

RESOLVED:  That  the  statement  and 
recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  con- 
cerning the  limitation  of  outside  activities 
carried  on  in  the  schools  be  and  it  is  hereby 
approved.

■The" last  few  months  have  seen  the  post- 
war plans"  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  concerning  the  returning  war  vet- 
eran become  a  reality.  No  effort  has  been 
spared  to  make  the  veteran's  adjustment 
to  normal  living  an  easy  one,  and  a  program 
of  civilian  and  educational  aid  has  been  de- 
veloped which  is  functioning  efficiently  and 
producing  happy  results. 

The  core  of  this  program  is  the  Veterans 
Counseling  Center,  located  at  750  Eddy 
Street.  Established  by  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  in  November,  1945,  it 
provides  complete  counseling  and  testing 
services,  of  which  hundreds  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's returning  service  men  and  women 
are  taking  advantage. 

The  Veterans'  Counseling  Center,  though 
conducted  by  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools,  is  under  contract  to,  and  works  in 
close  cooperation  with  the  Veterans'  Ad- 
ministration. Veterans  eligible  for  assist- 
ance at  the  Veterans'  Counseling  Center  are 
those  who  already  possess  a  Letter  of  Eligi- 
bility or  those  who  apply,  through  the  Vet- 
erans Administration  representive  present 
at  the  Center,  for  Educational  Benefits. 

A  staff  of  fifteen  trained  and  experienced 
counselors  and  psychologists  is  maintained 
at  this  Center.  The  veteran  going  there 
finds  himself  courteously  received  and  his 
case  given  prompt  attention.  No  matter 
what  the  problem,  a  happy  and  workable 
solution  is  sought  and  achieved  in  almost 
every  case.  Special  aptitude,  interest,  and 
other  tests,  all  administered  by  trained  psy- 
chologists, are  used  as  aids.  The  Veterans 
Counseling  Center  advises  veterans  con- 
cerning opportunities  for  training  in  the  pro- 
fessions, the  trades,  business,  and  general 
educational  fields.  Liaison  is  maintained 
with  the  United  States  Employment  Service, 
Red  Cross,  and  other  organizations,  and 
when  a  problem  is  encountered  with  rami- 
fications requiring  outside  assistance,  re- 
ferral is  made  to  the  proper  agency. 

This  program  of  veteran  aid  which  is  be- 
ing conducted  by  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  is  not  intended  to  be  a  set  one.

Teaclier  Education  Scholar- 
ships Sponsored  by  C.C.P.T. 

The  California  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers  has  made  a  second  allocation  of 
$30,000  to  the  Teacher  Education  Scholar- 
ship fund  of  $50,000  established  in  1945. 
Seventy-two  scholarships  were  awarded 
last  year.  The  state-wide  approval  of  this 
project  by  educators,  students  and  parent- 
teacher  members  encouraged  the  Congress 
to  make  this  second  allocation. 

These  scholarships  are  for  $300  a  year 
and  may  be  renewed  for  the  completion  of 
the  teacher  education  course  (not  to  exceed 
a  total  of  four  years).  Prospective  grad- 
uates of  high  school,  or  students  of  junior 
college  level,  planning  to  teach  in  the 
public  elementary  schools  of  California  are 
eligible  to  apply. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  several  scholar- 
ships of  $100  each  open  to  students  of 
college  junior  standing  or  above  who  plan 
to  take  the  short  term  emergency  Teacher 
Education  course.

Procedure  For  Handling 
Accidents  at  School 

The  attention  of  principals  and  teachers 
is  directed  to  Section  125-b  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Board  ot  Education  re- 
lating to  the  care  of  pupils  who  are  injured 
or  who  become  ill  on  school  premises.  These 
regulations  were  adopted  and  are  set  forth 
in  the  minutes  of  August  10,  1937.  The  par- 
ticular provision  in  question  reads  as  follows: 

"The  teacher,  nurse,  clerk  or  janitor  may 
take  the  pupil  home  or  to  the  emergency 
hospital.  A  pupil  messenger  may  accom- 
pany the  sick  pupil  home  or  in  minor  cases 
to  the  emergency  hospital,  provided,  how- 
ever, that, 

1 )  the  pupil  messenger  must  have  a  per- 
mit on  file; 

2)  the  pupil  messenger  must  be  immune 
to  communicable  disease  if  excluded 
pupil  is  suspect."

Kezar  Stadium  On  May  28 

Kezar  Stadium  has  again  been  selected 
for  the  annual  parade  and  review  of  San 
Francisco's  School  Safety  Patrols,  and  the 
date  this  year  has  been  set  for  Tuesday, 
May  28. 

Staging  the  review  at  Kezar  Stadium  last 
year  for  the  first  time  proved  so  successful 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
sponsors  with  the  Park  Commission  for  use 
of  the  big  bowl  at  Frederick  and  William 
Streets,  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  again  this 
year.

Writer  Wins  Scholarship 

.  "You  Can't  Print  That"  was  the  title  ot 
the  winning  radio  script  written  by  Frank 
G.  Kaiser  of  Mission  High  School  for  the 
first  annual  scholarship  contest  of  the  San 
Francisco  Press  Club. 

With  Horace  Greeley  presenting  a  nar- 
rative of  the  struggle  for  the  freedom  of 
the  press,  the  story  opens  with  the  licensing 
act  of  King  Charles  II  in  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury. A  series  of  other  incidents  follow, 
among  them  being  the  attempts  of  John 
Campbell,  Boston's  first  postmaster,  Ben- 
jamin Frankhn,  Elijah  Lovejoy,  the  aboli- 
tionist, who  gave  his  life  to  defend  the 
freedom  of  the  press,  and  James  King  of 
William  who  founded  the  San  Frcincisco 
Bulletin  to  further  free  expression  of  ideas. 
Fremont  Older,  another  San  Francisco  edi- 
tor, is  also  mentioned  in  the  script  as  the 
story  of  his  attempt  to  stop  a  mob  attack  on 
a  news  plant  is  related.

"Kitty  had  more  friends— inside  and  out- 
side the  department— than  the  city  had 
schools.

18,  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Kitty— Mrs. 
Edmund   Hollahan— died.

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked 
immediately,  principals  are  requested  to 
send  at  once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
"Registration  of  Minor  "  blanks  for  all  pupils 
entering  the  kindergarten  and  lA  grades. 
If  the  parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of  these, 
the  teacher  will  have  to  prepare  the  blank 
from  data  on  the  permanent  record  card.

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Summer  Vacation  Schools 
Report  Large  Attendance 

"The  third  year  of  the  Summer  Vacation 
School  Program  conducted  for  six  weeks  by 
the  San  Francisco  Pubhc  Schools  was  fea- 
tured by  an  average  daily  attendance  of 
over  3,200  children  of  elementary  and  junior 
high  school  age,  "  according  to  Edward  D. 
Goldman,  director  of  the  schools.  Total  en- 
rollment numbered  4,500  with  3,250  as  the 
actual  average  attendance  figure. 

The  inclusion  of  reading  and  arithmetic 
in  the  1946  program  resulted  in  the  attend- 
ance of  numerous  children  who  desired  ad- 
ditional help  in  these  subjects.  As  in  the  past 
two  years,  the  children  were  also  given  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  such  activities 
as  arts  and  crafts,  music,  drama,  woodwork, 
science,  physical  education,  folk  dancing, 
etc.  These  activities  were  supplemented 
with  excursions,  picnics  and  swimming  in- 
struction. 

The  Summer  Vacation  School  Program, 
which  was  concluded  on  August  16,  was 
conducted  in  ten  widely  separated  locations: 
Aptos,  Dudley  Stone,  Everett  -  Sanchez, 
Francisco,  Hawthorne,  James  Denman-San 
Miguel,  Marina,  Portola,  Presidio,  and  Ra- 
phael Weill. 

The  staff  of  155  trained  specialists  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  their  splendid  work 
in  assisting  in  making  the  1946  Summer  Va- 
cation School  Program  so  successful.

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Goal  Set  for 
Chest  Campaign 

A  campaign  goal  of  $3,350,000  for  Com- 
munity Chest  services  to  San  Francisco  in 
1947  has  been  approved  by  the  Chest  Board 
of  Directors,  Mrs.  Henry  P.  Russell,  presi- 
dent, announced  recently. 

As  campaign  chairman,  Adrien  J.  Falk,  ac- 
cepting the  1947  goal,  declared  that  it  would 
cover  costs  of  operating  some  70  Com- 
munity Chests,  and,  in  addition,  San  Fran- 
cisco's quota  of  the  national  USO  drive. 

"The  USO  has  been  included  in  the  Chest 
campaign  goal,"  Mr.  Falk  said,  "to  save 
San  Francisco  the  cost  and  duplication  of 
another  large  drive  for  funds  covering  serv- 
ices to  the  community. 

'This  will  ensure  services  to  veterans  and 
members  of  the  armed  forces  who  have  not 
yet  been  returned  to  civilian  life,  as  well 
as  to  family  and  child  welfare  agencies, 
health  and  recreation  organizations  in  San 
Francisco." 

In  apportioning  funds  for  the  coming 
year,  Mr.  Falk  indicated  that  the  largest 
amounts  needed  were  for  foster-home  care 
of  children,  cHnic  and  hospital  services, 
services  to  people  in  trouble,  work  of  youth- 
serving  organizations,  and  for  neighborhood 
and  community  centers. 

Other  appropriations  will  be  for  children's 
institutions,  day  nurseries,  temporary  care 
of  infants,  care  of  unmarried  mothers,  help 
to.  aged  and  handicapped,  emergency  serv- 
ices to  newcomers,  nursing  care  in  the  home, 
health  education,  and  local  service  to  vet- 
erans. 

Because  of  all  these  needs  and  problems, 
many  of  them  left  on  San  Francisco's  door- 
step by  the  war,  the  Community  Chest  is  fac- 
ing an  unprecedented  budget  of  $3,350,000, 
which  must  be  raised  during  the  campaign

Now  in  Session 

The  Division  of  Adult  Education  announces 
that  registration  for  academic-type  and  com- 
mercial classes  during  the  opening  week  of 
school  exceeded  all  expectations. 

The  Commerce  Adult  High  School  is  accredi- 
ted by  the  University  of  California  and  all 
classes  carry  high-school  graduation  credit. 

Courses  are  offered  in  the  following  subjects : 
commerce,  English  and  speech,  foreign  lan- 
guages, mathematics,  natural  science,  physical 
education  and  health,  and  social  science. 

The  following  arts-and-crafts  courses  are 
offered:  architectural  drawing,  commercial  art 
and  lettering,  flower  arrangement,  mechanical 
drawing,  screen  process  work,  sketching  and 
water  colors.

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Better  Understanding  Between  City  and  Country  Aim  of  Regional  Committee

Promotion  of  better  understanding  between 
young  people  of  San  Francisco  and  those  of 
other  areas  of  California  contiguous  to  San 
Francisco  is  the  immediate  objective  of  the 
Municipal  Regional  Service  Committee,  an 
official  agency  of  the  government  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Recently  Supervisor 
Jesse  C.  Colman  ap- 
peared before  mem- 
bers of  the  certifica- 
ted staff  at  annual  in- 
stitute and  reviewed 
the  effective  work  al- 
ready done  by  the 
committee  among 
adults  to  promote  bet- 
t  e  r  understanding. 
During  the  present 
school  year  the  com- 
mittee o  f  which 
Thomas  A.  Brooks,  chief  administrative  of- 
ficer is  chairman,  hopes  to  enlist  the  aid  of  all 
teachers  in  promoting  through  the  schools  a 
better  understanding  between  the  city  and  the 
country. 

Mr.  Colman  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"I  hardly  need  tell  you  that  in  a  world  so 
desperately  in  need  of  better  understanding, 
perhaps  there  is  no  better  place  to  start  to 
seek  it  than  at  home.  That  is  what  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  had  in  mind  when  it  created 
the  committee  in  1939  and  assigned  it  the  task 
of  trying  to  elevate  San  Francisco  in  the  regard 
of  its  neighbors. 

"The  cornerstone  of  the  committee's  pro- 
gram is  cooperation  with  agriculture,  for 
agriculture  is  the  foundation  of  the  economy 
of  California  and  though  it  is  not  immediately 
apparent,  agriculture  is  a  vastly  important  ele- 
ment in  the  economy  of  our  own  city. 

"Now  perhaps  you  wonder  why  I  am 
speaking  to  you  teachers  here  today  about  this 
committee  and  it>  objectives.  Let  me  say  that 
for  the  past  seven  years,  the  Committee  has 
necessarily  worked  largely  at  what  I  may  call 
the  adult  level  and  concentrated  its  efforts  in 
the  country,  first,  to  promote  better  understand- 
ing of  our  city  and  second,  to  find  out  what 
our  city  and  its  citizens  were  doing  which 
cause  irritation  and  friction  so  that  we  might 
try  to  do  something  about  it. 


"Only  recently,  we  collaborated  with  the 
leaders  of  the  California  Future  Farmers  of 
America  to  stage  the  finals  of  their  state-wide 
public  speaking  contest  before  the  student  body 
of  George  Washington  High  School.  The  idea 
for  this  remarkably  successful  event  came  from 
the  Future  Farmer  leaders  who  thought,  and 
rightly,  that  it  would  be  a  stimulus  to  their 
youngsters  and  an  instructive  and  entertaining 
hour  for  San  Francisco  boys  and  girls,  even 
though  the  subjects  of  the  speakers  were  far 
from  familiar  to  children  of  the  city  environ- 
ment: "Farm  Auctions"  and  "Farm  Safety." 
Now  the  Future  Farmers  want  San  Francisco 
to  send  speakers  to  country  liigh  schools  to 
speak  on  city  subjects,  to  promote  better  under- 
standing of  each  other's  way  of  life. 

"I  repeat,  up  to  now,  most  of  the  com- 
mittee's work  has  been  in  the  country  and  with 
leaders  of  rural  life.  The  time  has  come,  how- 
ever, to  lay  more  stress  on  the  work  inside 
San  Francisco — to  make  our  citizens  more 
aware  of  the  country,  of  cotmtry  life  and  its 
problems,  so  that  we  may  be  all  more  under- 
standing and  tolerant  of  the  problems  of  the 
farmers  and  others  who  live  in  rural  California, 
so  that  they,  in  turn  may  be  more  tolerant  and 
understanding  of  tis. 

"To  the  extent  that  this  is  possible,  encourage 
contact  and  interchange  of  ideas  and  ex- 
periences with  our  neighbors  of  rural  Califor- 
nia. The  suggestion  of  the  Future  Farmers  for 
an  exchange  of  city  and  country  school 
speakers  is,  perhaps,  a  good  one.  We  are  also 
soon  to  have  right  here  in  San  Francisco — at 
the  Cow  Palace  next  November — another 
Grand  National  Livestock  Exposition,  a  great 
city-and-State-sponsored  exhibition  of  thou- 
sands of  farmers  from  interior  California. 

"Next  spring  in  Easter  week,  also  at  the 
Cow  Palace,  there  will  be  a  great  junior  live- 
stock exposition  at  which  thousands  of  farm 
boys  and  girls  of  the  4-H  and  Future  Farmer 
Clubs  will  exhibit  the  animals  they  have  tended 
so  carefully.  Both  of  these  events  are  grand 
opportunities  for  our  youth  to  learn  what  pre- 
cedes the  lamb  chop  and  the  bottle  of  milk  on 
their  dinner  tables  and  to  get  some  inkling  of 
how  the  farm  half  of  our  population  lives.  To 
the  extent  that  you  can  stimulate  attendance

By 
writing  the  winning  script  in  competition  with 
journalism  students  of  other  Northern  Cali- 
fornia high  schools.  Kaiser  won  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Press  Club  scholarship  at  the  University 
of  California  where  he  is  at  present  registered. 

At  Chicago,  meeting  concurrently  with  the 
educators,  will  be  the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters  whose  members  will  be  invited 
to  be  present  when  a  transcription  of  "You 
Can't  Print  That"  is  aired  in  the  convention 
hall  and  then  appraised  before  a  panel  com- 
posed of  leaders  in  education  and  radio.

New  Retirement  Plan 

All  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  are  vitally  affected  by  Charter 
Amendment  No.  3 — a  proposal  to  bring  the 
retirement  system  up-to-date. 

The  proposal  increases  the  benefits  from  the 
present  uncertain  retirement  benefits  to  a 
guaranteed  retirement  at  half  pay  after  30 
years  of  service  at  the  age  of  60.  It  makes 
retirement  compulsory  at  the  age  of  65,  ef- 
fective   after   five   years,   for   older   employees. 

It  liberalizes  disability  retirement  benefits. 
It  gives  present  employees  the  option  of  join- 
ing the  new  plan  or  remaining  in  the  present 
system. 

It  makes  retirement  optional  after  10  years 
of  service  at  the  age  of  60,  or  at  the  age  of  55 
after  20  years   of  service. 

It  is  a  proposal  necessitating  careful  con- 
sideration and  support  of  every  employee.

It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Child  Guidance  Services  that  an  informal  dis- 
cussion of  specific  problems  will  lead  to  an  in- 
creased understanding  of  the  dynamics  of  chil- 
dren's behavior  and  thus  make  the  job  of  teach- 
ing an  easier  one.

It  should 
be  the  occasion  for  all  citizens  to  visit  their 
schools  and  to  give  serious  thought  to  the  theme 
selected  for  this  year's  observance,  'Education 
for  the  Atomic  Age.' 

"Atomic  energy  can  contribute  immeasurably 
to  man's  welfare,  or  it  can  destroy  civilization 
as  we  know  it.  Whether  its  powers  shall  be 
harnessed  for  good  or  for  evil,  the  adult  citizens 
of  the  United  States  will  in  large  measure  de- 
cide. It  is  the  task  of  education  to  bring  about 
a  realization  of  the  issues  at  stake  and  to  de- 
velop the  practices  of  human  brotherhood  that 
alone  will  enable  us  to  achieve  international 
cooperation  and  peaceful  progress  in  the  atomic 
age."

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Health  Service  Board 
Calls  Special  Meeting 

A  special  meeting  of  the  HEALTH  SERV- 
ICE BOARD  will  be  held  Friday,  October  18, 
at  8:00  p.m.,  in  Room  300  of  the  Health 
Center  Building,  101  Grove  Street,  to  hear 
from  Health  Service  members  regarding  possi- 
ble adjustments  in  the  System.  Privilege  of  the 
floor  will  be  extended  to  Health  Service  System 
members  only. 

For  several  months  the  cost  of  medical  serv- 
ice used  by  the  subscribers  has  exceeded  in- 
come. Demand  for  doctors'  services  has  in- 
creased, and  the  cost  of  hospitalization  has 
gone  up.  The  System  has  drawn  on  its  reserve 
fund  to  meet  a  monthly  deficit.  Continuation 
of  the  present  situation  will  result  in  the  value 
of  doctors'  service  unit  dropping  below  $1.00. 
The  medical  unit  has  been  maintained  at  $1.00 
since  December  of  1942. 

The  Board  has  several  proposals  under  con- 
sideration.    Among  them  are: 

L  Curtailment  of  service,  such  as  reducing 
the  number  of  visits  allowed  in  any  one 
month. 

2.  Requiring  the  patient  to  pay  for  the  first 
visit  to  the  doctor  for  each  new  illness  or 
injury. 

3.  Increasing  contributions  for  female  sub- 
scribers to  compensate  for  the  higher  cost 
of  medical  service  for  women  subscribers 
as  compared  with  men.  The  cost  of  carry- 
ing female  subscribers  has  averaged  45c 
a  month  more  than  men  from  the  in- 
ception of  the  Health  Service  through 
1945.  The  comparable  figures  to  date  for 
1946  are:  First  quarter  83c;  second  quarter 
85c;  third  quarter  $1.37. 

4.  A  flat  increase  of  50c  per  month  in  the 
contributions  of  all  subscribers  except  those 
now  paying  $3.50  per  month  (dependents

"Atomic  Age"  Education 
Weeic  General  Theme 

"Education  for  the  Atomic  Age"  has  been 
selected  as  the  general  theme  for  American 
Education  Week — ^November  10  to  16. 

The  Atomic  discovery  marks  a  turning  point 
in  human  affairs.  The  destiny  of  the  world 
is  being  set  by  the  use  to  be  made  of  this  new 
source  of  energy.  Untold  possibilities  for  the 
enhancement  of  life  lie  ahead  as  materials  are 
harnessed  and  put  to  work  on  behalf  of  man- 
kind. Their  realization  calls  for  social  en- 
gineering as  well  as  technical  skill.  Nations 
will  be  compelled  to  find  peaceful  and  co- 
operative methods  of  settling  their  differences 
and  to  assvune  larger  international  responsi- 
bilities. Dynamic  leadership  in  moral  and  in- 
tellectual areas  will  be  imperative.  Herein 
lies  the  challenge  of  the  atom  to  education:  to 
help  train  that  leadership  needed  to  rebuild 
a  world  in  which  lasting  peace  will  replace 
recurrent  wars  and  to  prepare  youth  for  living 
in  the  atomic  age. 

Commenting  on  the  observance,  Willard  E. 
Givens,  executive  secretary  of  the  National 
Education  Association  of  the  United  States, 
said: 

"After  those  glorious  days  of  victory  and 
peace,  we  find  ourselves  in  bewilderment  at 
the  dawn  of  an  atomic  age.  Man  has  fash- 
ioned such  devastating  tools  of  destruction  that 
security  is  shaken  to  its  very  foundation.  In 
alarm,  we  cry,  'Is  there  nothing  to  spare  us 
from  this  impending  catastrophe  to  civiliza- 
tion?' " 

"Yes,  the  forces  of  peace  and  goodwill  are 
also  at  work  in  the  world.  The  United  Nations 
Organization  and  UNESCO  are  achievements 
that  will  need  the  nurture  of  generations.  To 
undergird  international  goodwill  there  must  be 
an  educational  program  adequate  for  the 
atomic  age.

"Schools  have  long  been  held  to  be  essential 
to  good  government,  but  education  for  a  last- 
ing peace  has  never  had  a  chance.

School  oppor- 
tunities for  all  of  the  children  of  all  of  the 
people  have  never  been  realized  even  in  Amer- 
ica. Teachers  are  often  paid  less  than  scrub 
women.  Such  conditions  are  the  disgrace  of 
the  nation. 

"How  can  the  United  States  lead  the  way  in 
this  hour  of  destiny?

Schools  are 
developing  new  approaches  and  technics  for 
teaching  intergroup  and  interracial  education. 
Churches  are  responding  to  the  challenge 
which  the  world  situation  brings  to  religion 
by  increasing  their  cooperative  efforts  toward 
developing  the  common  brotherhood  and  social 
controls  upon  which  future  security  of  the 
family  of  nations  depends.

Substantial  school 
improvements  in  many  states  await  the  mod- 
ernization of  school  codes,  especially  in  district 
structure,  finance,  and  state  and  county  school 
administration.  Organization,  revenues,  and 
personnel  are  essential  to  the  effective  per- 
formance of  these  tasks. 


Wednesday,  November  13  —  Developing  Bet- 
ter Communities.  Community  betterment  is 
the  joint  responsibility  of  all  citizens  and  or- 
ganizations. The  school  has  a  special  obliga- 
tion in  this  field  because  of  the  influence  of 
environment  upon  youth.  Out-of-school  activi- 
ties may  enhance  or  negate  the  standards  of 
the  home  and  school.  For  that  reason  health, 
churches,  libraries,  recreational  facilities,  social 
services,  standards  of  living,  and  educational 
opportunities  for  young  children  and  adults  be- 
come highly  important.  The  coordination  of 
the  work  of  all  community  agencies  serving 
children  and  youth  needs  educational  leader- 
ship. The  working  relationships  developed  be- 
tween schools  and  communities  in  war  activi- 
ties may  well  serve  as  springboards  for  further 
adventuring  in  cooperative  enterprises  designed 
to  improve  the  quality  of  community  life. 


Thursday,  November  14  —  Strengthening 
Home  Life.  The  importance  of  education  for 
home  and  family  living  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. Good  homes  are  essential  to  build- 
ing national  unity  and  morale.  Many  juvenile 
problems  stem  from  conditions  which  disrupt 
or  destroy  home  life.  Schools  render  invalu- 
able service  to  society  in  teaching  homemak- 
ing.  helping  individuals  of  all  ages  to  become 
worthy  home  members,  encouraging  democratic 
family  relationships,  and  developing  apprecia- 
tion for  the  home  as  a  social  institution.  The 
regular  program  of  studies,  as  well  as  home 
and  school  activities,  affords  many  opportuni- 
ties for  promoting  this  work.  Cooperation  with 
agencies  interested  in  the  development  and 
welfare  of  children  is  very  helpful.  The  parent- 
teacher  association  has  a  vigorous  program  in 
parent  education  and  in  raising  the  standards 
of  home  life.

Friday,  November  15  —  Investing  in  Educa- 
tion. Schools  are  investments  in  human  re- 
sources. Education  yields  economic  as  well  as 
social  returns.  The  close  relationship  as  well  as 
the  economic  well-being  of  people  and  their 
educational  opportunities  has  been  emphasized 
repeatedly  by  businessmen  and  economists.  In 
terms  of  national  educational  needs,  schools 
have  been  greatly  underfinanced.  What  the 
future  holds  for  the  nation  depends  largely 
upon  what  will  be  spent  for  schools.  Largei' 
expenditures  for  education  are  necessary  if 
schools  are  to  carry  out  their  reconstruction 
tasks  efficiently.  States  need  to  evaluate  and 
increase  their  school  appropriations  in  accord- 
ance with  the  equalization  principle.  Federal 
financial  support  is  necessary  to  supplement 
state  and  local  revenues  if  educational  op- 
portunities are  to  be  adequate  in  amount  and 
distribution. 


Saturday,  November  16  —  Promoting  Health 
and  Safety.  A  basic  health  program  for  all 
children  during  their  formative  years  is  one 
of  the  major  longterm  answers  to  the  national 
health  problem,  ^uch  a  program  may  well  in- 
clude jperiodical  physical  examinations  with 
prompt  correction  of  remediable  defects,  in- 
struction, and  guidance  in  mental  and  physical 
health,  physical  education,  and  recreation. 
These  services  belong  in  every  school.  The 
increasing  accident  rate  brings  into  sharp 
focus  the  serious  need  of  more  sytematic  plan- 
ning and  improved  programs  in  safety  educa- 
tion. The  types  of  program  will  vary  from 
school  to  school  depending  upon  the  way  the 
curriculum  is  organized.  But  the  responsibility 
for  safety  instruction  is  common  to  all  schools. 
Materials  are  plentiful  and  safety  agencies  are 
anxious  to  cooperate  with  the  schools  in  pro- 
moting safe  living.

Unit  presidents  are  asked  to  com- 
municate with  their  respective  school  principals 
and  to  cooperate  in  any  manner  the  principal 
feels  will  be  most  effective. 

Commenting  on  the  campaign,  Dr.  J.  C. 
Geiger,  chairman  of  San  Francisco  Chapter 
said: 

"This  year  the  nation  experienced  one  of  the 
largest  polio  epidemics  in  the  reco/ded  histor)' 
of  the  disease.  San  Francisco  was  fortunate  in 
having  a  normal  number  of  cases.  Funds  col- 
lected during  the  'March  of  Dimes,'  January 
15  to  30,  inclusive,  are  divided  on  the  basis  of 
50%  to  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile 
Paralysis,  Inc.,  and  the  remaining  half  is  re- 
tained by  the  local  chapter,  which  provides  the 
aid  required  by  polio  victims  regardless  of  age, 
race,  creed,  or  color." 

Emblems,  posters,  and  receptacles  for  coins 
will  be  distributed  to  schools  through  ths 
Board  of  Education  shortly  after  January  1.

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Data  on  Leaves  of  Absence 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  addressed 
the  following  letter  to  all  Department  Heads: 

"In  order  to  establish  a  consistent  policy  to 
be  followed  in  connection  with  requests  for 
leave  of  absence  because  of  pregnancy,  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  on  October  16,  1946, 
adopted  the  following  ruling: 

"1 — Sick  leave  with  pay  will  not  be  granted 
for  period  of  absence  due  to  pregnancy  where 
such  period  of  pregnancy  and  delivery  have 
been  normal. 

"2. — Actual  illness  resulting  from  complica- 
tions in  connection  with  pregnancy  will  be  con- 
sidered as  illness  under  the  sick  leave  ordinance 
and  compensated  in  accordance  therewith. 

"3. — Sick  leave  without  pay  for  periods  not 
to  exceed  four  months  prior  to  delivery  and 
three  months  subsequent  to  delivery  will  be  ap- 
proved on  request  when  made  on  a  properly 
completed  sick  leave  without  pay  form. 

"4 — Additional  periods  of  leave  following 
delivery  for  the  purpose  of  taking  care  of  the 
child  when  requested  will  be  considered  as  not 
within  the  meaning  of  the  sick  leave  rule  but 
will  be  considered  as  a  request  for  leave  of 
absence  without  pay  for  reasons  other  than 
illness."

For  Nat'l  Examinations 

The  American  Council  on  Education  has  an- 
nounced the  eighth  annual  administration  of 
its  National  Teacher  Examinations.  These 
tests  will  be  administered  in  official  examining 
centers  tliroughout  the  United  States  on  Febru- 
ary 8  and  February  15  in  1947. 

Arrangements  are  now  being  made  for  the 
establishment  of  examining  centers  in  con- 
nection with  school  systems  and  collegiate  in- 
stitutions engaged  in  teacher  education. 

The  National  Teacher  Examinations  were 
made  available  by  the  American  Council  on 
Education  as  a  aid  to  administrators  in  their 
efforts  to  improve  the  selection  of  teachers. 
The  tests  included  in  the  battery  are  designed 
to  provide  objective  measurement  of  certain  of 
the  abilities  and  knowledges  of  prospective 
teachers.  They  measure  the  intellectual,  aca- 
demiCj  and  cultural  backgrounds  of  prospective 
teachers,  and  are  used  in  combination  with 
records  of  experience,  academic  marks,  ratings 
of  various  aspects  of  personality,  etc.  in  the 
evaluation  of  an  individual's  qualifications  for 
teaching. 

Superintendents  and  Boards  of  Education  in 
many  localities  require  teaching  applicants  to 
present  National  Teacher  Examination  records. 
The  examinations  are  also  used  in  colleges  as 
qualifying  examinations  and  as  guidance  in- 
struments to  provide  additional  bases  for  stu- 
dent self-study  of  individual  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses in  areas  measured  by  tests. 

Used  in  combination  with  additional  infor- 
mation of  the  types  named,  it  is  believed  that 
the  National  Teacher  Examination  results  can 
contribute  materially  to  the  attainment  of  edu- 
cation's fundamental  goal,  the  provision  of  the 
best  possible  instruction  for  young  people  in 
the  schools.

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Green  Pennant  Campcsign  To 

Beginning  January  1,  The  San  Francisco 
Call-Bulletin  will  sponsor  a  traffic  safety  pro- 
gram, entitled  "The  Green  Pennant  Cam- 
paign," aimed  specifically  at  reducing  San 
Francisco's  high  record  of  pedestrian  facilities 
and  injuries. 

Co-operating  in  this  city-wide  drive  are  pub- 
lic elementary  and  junior  high  schools,  pa- 
rochial elementary  schools,  Lutheran  elemen- 
tary schools,  and  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment. 

Police  traffic  records  show  that  there  was  a 
substantial  increase  in  fatalities  and  injuries  re- 
sulting from  traffic  accidents  in  1945  and  that 
this  increase  has  been  maintained  during  1946. 

The  number  of  children  of  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  age,  5  to  15  years,  who  have 
fallen  victims  to  traffic  accidents  has  been  pro- 
portionate to  the  general  increase. 

While  pedestrians  comprise  39  per  cent  of 
total  traffic  accident  fatalities  on  a  nation-wide 
average,  the  number  of  pedestrians  killed  in 
San  Francisco  traffic  accidents  is  75  to  80  per 
cent  of  all  traffic  accident  fatalities. 

The  San  Francisco  School  Traffic  Patrol  has 
achieved  an  outstanding  record  in  keeping  at 
a  minimum  the  number  of  children  killed  or 
injured  while  enroute  to  and  from  school  and 
during  usual  school  hours. 

However,  police  records  show  that  peak  hours 
for  accidents  do  not  occur  during  school  hours 
but  after  children  have  left  the  protection  of 
the  School  Traffic  Patrol,  particularly  during 
the  hours  of  4  to  8  p.m. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Green  Pennant  Cam- 
paign to  reduce  the  high  percentage  of  pedes- 
trians now  falling  victim  to  traffic  accidents 
and  to  reduce  the  high  proportion  of  traffic 
accidents  that  occur  during  late  afternoon  and 
evening  hours. 

The  Green  Pennant  Campaign  is  aimed  at 
bringing  about  a  reduction  in  pedestrian  fatali- 
ties and  injuries  by  carrying  directly  to  the 
pupils  of  San  Francisco's  schools  the  necessity 
for  exercising  "full-time"  caution. 

As  the  sponsor  of  this  program.  The  Call- 
Bulletin  will  award  a  Green  Pennant  to  every 
participating  school  establishing  an  accident- 
free  record  during  January,  1947,  or  in  any 
thirty-day  period  thereafter. 

To  be  awarded  the  Green  Pennant,  each 
participating  school  must  be  certified  to  The 


Be  Inaugurated 

Call-Bulletin  as  eligible  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department. 

At  the  time  a  Green  Pennant  is  awarded,  the 
Pennant  will  be  hoisted  on  the  school's  flag 
pole,  below  the  American  flag. 

When  and  if  a  traffic  accident  occurs  bring- 
ing death  or  injury  to  a  pupil  enrolled  in  a 
participating  school,  the  Police  Department 
will  so  inform  the  Principal  of  the  school  and 
The  Call-Bulletin. 

When  so  informed,  it  will  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Principal  to  see  that  the  Green 
Pennant  is  lowered  and  then  hung  in  some  con- 
spicuous place  within  the  school,  demonstrating 
that  the  school  no  longer  is  eligible  to  fly  the 
Green  Pennant. 

The  Outside  Activities  Committee  has  au- 
thorized this  campaign  and  principals  will  re- 
ceive complete  details  by  mail  in  the  near  fu- 
ture.

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Students  Give  Firsthand 
Impression  of  College 

A  first  hand  impression  of  the  worth  of 
studies  at  San  Francisco  Junior  College  was 
given  recently  by  Dr.  Karl  L.  Schaupp,  mem- 
ber of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education. 
Said  Dr.  Schaupp: 

"Recently  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  meet 
many  veterans  who  are  students  at  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College  and  I  have  found  out  what 
is  going  on  out  there.  Without  exception,  every 
veteran  with  whom  I  talked  said  he  was  under 
the  compulsion  of  necessity  to  work  hard  at  San 
Francisco  Junior  College.  The  courses  are,  to 
use  the  common  expression,  very  tough.  These 
students  told  me,  without  exception,  that  they 
were  getting  excellent  individual  instruction 
and  careful  individual  attention. 

"I  do  not  doubt,  as  in  all  colleges,  there  are 
in  attendance  at  San  Francisco  Junior  College 
a  small  minority  who  are  not  getting  much  for 
the  reason  that  they  don't  want  much.  But  all 
the  veterans  told  me  they  have  efficient  teach- 
ers and  wonderful  cooperation.  In  short,  they 
feel  they  are  getting  ahead. 

"My  investigation  convinces  me  that  the  vet- 
erans in  the  student  body  at  junior  college 
sincerely  believe  the  college  is  doing  an  ex- 
cellent job.  I  think  their  faith  is  fully  justified 
by  the  records  made  by  graduates  of  the  col- 
lege."

Delivery  Dates  Set  For 
December  Timerolls 

The  following  timerolls  for  December  1946 
must  be  delivered  to  the  Payroll  Department  on 
Friday  morning,  December  13:  high  and  junior 
high  schools,  elementary  schools  and  adult 
schools;  also  clerks  and  janitors  for  the  first 
half  of  December.

Mark  SL  in  each  teaching  day  not  SL  followed 
by  a  line.  Mark  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  Holi- 
days with  "H."  Use  red  pencil  for  the  above 
markings.    It  is  easier  to  read. 
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Data  on  Retirement  Provisions 

In  compliance  with  numerous  requests  re- 
ceived by  the  Superintendent's  Office  relative 
provisions  of  new  charter  section  165.2  and  also 
the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System,  a  letter 
was  addressed  to  the  Retirement  Board  request- 
ing a  statement  for  the  information  of  teachers 
of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

In  reply,  the  Retirement  Board  advised: 

"Aside  from  the  fact  that  a  statement  of  the 
principal  provisions  of  these  two  systems  can- 
not possibly  be  given  in  250  to  300  words,  I  do 
not  think  this  is  the  time  to  make  a  statement 
on  new  section  165.2.  Certain  questions  about 
the  provisions  in  the  section,  must  be  cleared 
before  an  authoritative  statement  can  be  given. 

"In  any  event,  members  of  the  System  have 
until  October  1,  1947  in  which  to  choose  as  to 
whether  they  will  be  members  under  this  sec- 
tion, which  actually  is  not  effective  until  July 
1,  1947,  or  be  members  under  section  165,  now 
applying  to  them. 

"We  plan  a  statement  comparing  the  two 
sections,  and  when  it  is  issued,  it  will  be  in  a 
form  for  distribution  generally  among  members. 
This  statement,  however,  will  not  contain  the 
information  about  the  California  State  Teach- 
ers' System.  I  shall  furnish  you  in  the  next  few 
days,  with  a  pamphlet  from  that  system  which, 
I  think,  will  give  full  information."

Mrs.  Dinkel- 
spiel, after  completing  the  unexpired  term,  was 
twice  reappointed  and  twice  overwhelmingly 
confirmed  by  the  electorate,  for  full  five  year 
terms  on  January  8,  1937,  and  again  on  Janu- 
ary 8,  1942.  During  her  term  of  office  the 
Board  has  been  confronted  with  a  number  of 
difficult  problems  which  required  the  exercise 
of  the  highest  judgment  in  arriving  at  decis- 
ions.

The  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  National 
Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis,  Inc.  has  ex- 
pended or  earmarked  $203,174  in  fighting  in- 
fantile paralysis  and  in  caring  for  the  City's 
children  and  young  people  stricken  with  this 
dread  disease  in  1946.  Beginning  January  15, 
under  the  joint  leadership  of  principals  and 
unit  presidents  of  the  Second  District  of  the 
California  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. San  Francisco  school  children  will  do  their 
share  to  replenish  chapter  funds. 

This  year  the  country  has  experienced  the 
most  severe  polio  epidemic  in  thirty  years  — 
24,000  cases.  Here  in  San  Francisco  the  Chap- 
ter has  financially  assisted  117  children  and 
young  people  stricken  with  this  dread  disease. 
It  has  expended  $66,317  for  hospitalization, 
medical  care,  nursing,  physical  therapy,  ortho- 
pedic appliances,  administration,  and  other 
services. 

Since  1939  the  Chapter  has  cared  for  everv 
single  case  of  infantile  paralysis  in  San  Fran- 
cisco requiring  financial  aid.  Last  year  San 
Francisco's  public  school  children  raised  $20,- 
849.37  and  in  view  of  the  heavy  expenditures 
made  this  year,  every  effort  is  being  made  b)- 
the  Chapter  to  increase  contributions.

Recent  Teachers'  institute 
Session  Reviewed 

"During  my  years  of  school,  I've  always 
wondered  what  went  on  behind  the  walls  of  a 
teachers'  institute  session.  According  to  Web- 
ster, and  I  quote:  'Teachers'  institute;  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  United  States,  a  stated 
assembling  of  the  teachers  of  a  township  or  a 
county,  under  the  direction  of  the  county  super- 
intendent, for  the  purpose  of  mutual  help  in 
methods  of  teaching  and  in  the  management  of 
schools,  by  means  of  lectures,  lessons,  and  ex- 
aminations.' 

"Having  nothing  to  do  December  17th,  the 
second  day  of  our  Christmas  vacation,  I  took 
myself  to  Commerce  High,  and  believing  I 
would  probably  be  bored  to  death,  took  a  seat 
in  the  Commerce  Auditoriimi  to  find  out  for 
myself  what  happened.  I  entered  a  freezing 
auditorium,  sat  down  and  waited  for  something 
to  begin.  The  program  was  opened,  slightly 
late,  by  Miss  Bertha  Roberts,  Deputy  Superin- 
tendent of  Elementary  Schools.  First  on  the 
program  was  a  vocalist  and  his  accompanist. 
They  were  followed  by  a  violinist  with  accompa- 
niment. The  guest  speaker.  Dr.  Henr)-  Hart, 
of  the  University  of  California,  was  then  intro- 
duced, and  began  his  talk.  I  settled  back  and 
prepared  to  fall  asleep.  To  my  surprise,  he  had 
a  fine  subject,  'China,'  and,  also,  a  sense  of 
humor.  I  sat  up  and  took  notice  and  enjoyed 
the  whole  thing.  The  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
that  he  spoke  flew  by,  and  as  I  left  I  thought 
to  myself,  'Well,  if  all  institutes  are  as  interest- 
ing as  this  was,  the  only  thing  the  teachers 
might  object  to  is  a  COLD  auditorium.'  "

Mid-term  Recess. 
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Resolution  Re  Suspension, 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, the  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  of 
Tuesday,  January  7,  adopted  the  following 
resolution  (71-7H5)  : 

RESOLVED:  That  the  following  proposal 
for  suspension,  exemption,  and  explusion  of 
pupils  be  and  it  is  hereby  adopted  as  a  part  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, effective  February  3,  1947. 

GENERAL  POLICY:  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  to 
provide  the  best  possible  program  of  care  and 
instruction  for  all  public  school  pupils. 

Therefore,  pupils  will  be  removed  from 
schools  only  when  these  pupils  cannot  benefit 
from  the  program  or  when  their  attendance  is 
inimical  to  the  welfare  of  others. 

In  all  cases,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  see 
that  an  adequate  program  of  education,  employ- 
ment, out-of-school  care,  or  institutionalization 
is  provided  for  those  removed  from  school. 

SUSPENSIONS:     Principals    may    suspend 
any  pupil  for  not  more  than  10  schools  days  for 
good    cause.   Continued  wilful  disobedience, 
open  and  persistent  defiance  of  the  authority 
of  the  teacher,  habitual  profanity  or  vulgarity, 
smoking  cigarettes,  or  having  cigarettes  on  his 
person  and  on  the  school  premises,  wilfully  cut- 
ting, defacing,  or  otherwise  injuring  school  dis- 
trict property,  or  refusing  or  neglecting  to  obey 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education 
constitute   good   cause  for  suspension.   Notices 
of  suspension  are  to  be  made  in  triplicate.  One 
copy  of"  the  notice  is  to  be  mailed  to  the  parent 
or  guardian,  one  is  to  be  filed  at  the  school, 
and  the  third  mailed  to  the  assistant  superin- 
tenddent  of  the  division  involved.  The  principal 
will  indicate  the  exact  cause  for  suspension  in 
the  suspension  notice.  He  will    also    indicate 
whether  or  not  the  pupil  suspended  is  an  active 
case  with  Child  Guidance  Service,  the  Attend- 
aiice  Bureau,  the  Juvenile  Court,  or  any  other 
school  service  or  community  agency.  Assistant 
superintendents,  upon  receipt  of  the  suspension 
notice,  will  take  any  necessary  action,  then  for- 
ward the  notice  to  the  office  of  the  superintend- 
ent. They  may  note  thereon  the  action  taken. 
However,  in  all  cases  in  which  the  pupil  is  an 
active  case  with  any  service  of  the  Department 
of  Child  Welfare,  the  Juvenile  Court,  or  other 
community  agencies,  the  assistant  superintend 
cnts  will  send  the  notice  to  the  Department  ol 


Expulsion  Etc.,  of  Pupils 

Child  Welfare,  indicating  thereon  any  action 
already  taken  and,  if  they  so  desire,  suggesting 
further  action.  The  Department  of  Child  Wel- 
fare will  then  return  the  blank  to  the  assistant 
superintendent  concerned,  with  a  notation  of 
the  action  taken  and  the  assistant  superintend- 
ent, in  turn,  will  forward  the  notice  to  the  of- 
fice of  the  superintendent. 

EXCLUSIONS:  A  child  may  be  excluded 
from  school  because  of  filthy  or  vicious  habits, 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  or  because  the 
child  has  a  physicial  or  mental  disability  such 
as  to  cause  his  attendance  to  be  inimical  to  the 
welfare  of  the  other  pupils.  Principals  may  ex- 
clude pupils  from  school  temporarily  because 
of  infections  or  contagious  diseases,  but  such 
exclusions  should  ordinarily  be  made  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  school  nurse  or  a 
physician.  All  other  exclusions  will  be  made  by 
the  Department  of  Child  Welfare  only  after  a 
complete  study  of  the  case  has  been  made. 
Notice  of  exclusion,  with  supporting  data,  will 
be  filed  with  the  superintendent.  A  copy  of  the 
notice  will  be  sent  to  the  parent,  the  Bureau  of 
Attendance,  the  principal  of  the  school  con- 
cerned, and  the  appropriate  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

As  required  b)-  the  Education  Code,  all 
notices  of  suspension  or  exclusion  will  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  for  review 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

EXEMPTIONS:  Children  whose  mental, 
physical,  or  emotional  condition  is  such  as  to 
prevent  or  render  inadvisable  attendance  at 
school  or  application  to  study  may  be  exempted 
by  the  Department  of  Child  Welfare.  Exemp- 
tions will  be  made  only  after  a  complete  study 
of  the  case  has  been  made.  A  copy  of  the  letter 
of  exemption  with  supporting  case  study  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  superintend 
ent  for  filing.  A  copy  of  the  letter  of  exemption, 
together  with  a  summary  of  reasons  for  it,  will 
be  sent  to  the  parent,  Attendance  Bureau,  the 
appropriate  director  or  supervisor  of  the  De- 
partment of  Child  Welfare,  the  appropriate 
assistant  superintendent,  the  principal  of  the 
school  concerned,  and  if  the  child  is  over  16 
years  of  age,  to  the  principal  of  Continuation 
High  'School.  Exemptions  for  pupils  over.  1.(5 
years  of  age  who  are  attending  or  have  been

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of 
the  children  who  are  actually  enrolled  in  the 
class.  In  order  to  keep  records  correct,  any 
child  who  returns  to  school  after  February  11, 
or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be  reported  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once  either  by 
transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by  an  "Entered 
Without  Transfer"  sUp. 


Left  Without  Transfers

Birthdate  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  "Registra- 
tion of  Minor"  blanks  for  all  pupils  entering 
the  kindergarten  and  lA  grades.  If  the  parent 
does  not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  will 
have  to  prepare  the  blank  from  data  on  the 
permanent  card.  Only  in  this  way  will  it  be 
possible  for  the  Bureau  to  make  its  immediate 
check  of  ages. 

"Registration  of  Minor"  blanks  should  con- 
tain the  following  information,  if  available: 
the  number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place 
and  date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a 
signed  statement  that  the  teacher  has  seen  the 
birth  certificate.  If  no  birth  certificate  is  ob- 
tainable, a  hospital  certificate  may  be  used  in- 
stead. If  such  birth  verification  is  not  readily 
available,  however.  "Registration  of  Minor" 
blanks  are  not  to  be  delayed  but  are  to  be  sent 
in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  August  1,  1942.  All  entrants  to  the  first 
grade  must  have  been  bom  on  or  before  Au- 
gust 1,  1941.

Board   of   Education    Fails   to   Renew   Dr.  Warren's   Contract 


Before  one  of  the  largest  assemblies  of  repre- 
sentatives of  civic  groups,  organizations  and  in- 
terested citizens  in  its  history,  the  Board  of 
Education  at  its  meeting  of  Tuesday,  February 
11,  failed  to  renew  Dr.  Curtis  E.  Warren's  con- 
tract, which  expires  June  30,  1947,  for  another 
four  years  as  superintendent  of  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools. 


DR.   CUKtIS  E.  WAKREN 

Dr.  Warren  was  appointed  superintendent  of 
schools  in  1943  upon  recommendation  of  the 
deans  of  the  Schools  of  Education  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  and  Stanford,  and  had  a 
long  record  of  successful  administration  in  Cali- 
fornia schools.  ^^^ 

Prior  to  the  close  of  last  Tuesday's  meeting 
Dr.  Warren  cited  thirteen  major  accomplish- 
ments achieved  during  his  administration  in 
following  out  the  recommendations  made  in 
the  survey  of  the  San  Francisco  School  System 
three  years  ago  by  Dr.  Clyde  Milton  Hill,  dean 
of  the.  School  of  Education  of  Yale  University. 


These  accomplishments  as  cited  by  Dr.  Warren, 
are  listed  below: 

1.  Administrative  policy  and  organization  has 
been  re-defined  and  reorganized  according 
to  the  best  possible  practices  in  public  edu- 
cation. This  has  been  done  by  a  group  of 
men  whose  competence  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned and  who  had  no  fish  to  fry  in  San 
Francisco.  (I  refer  to  Dr.  Clyde  Hillj  dean 
of  the  school  of  education,  Yale  University, 
and  his  associates.)  And  may  I  state  that  it 
was  I  who  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Education  that  Dr.  Hill  and  his  associates 
should  be  employed  for  this  task. 

2.  A  consistent  policy  and  organization  for 
curriculum  development  has  been  put  into 
effect  and  is  operating  with  great  success. 
It  is  based  upon  long  established  principles 
of  education  and  widespread  participation 
by  the  entire  staff  of  the  schools.  I  repeat, 
by  the  entire  staff  of  the  schools  and  not 
any  group  of  experts  who  think  they  know 
all  the  answers.  Because  the  classroom 
teacher  who  deals  with  children  should  be 
the  last  word  in  developing  experiences  for 
children. 

3.  The  program  of  adult  education  which  for 
";'    so  many  years  was  the  target  for  justifiable 

criticism  by  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  community  has  been  placed  on  an  ade- 
quate basis,  as  the  25,000  adults  who  are 
participating  in  the  program  will  testify. 

4.  The  selection  of  personnel  based  on  rec- 
ognized personnel  procedures  has  been 
established.  And  I  am  satisfied  that  politics 

■  :liave  been  reduced  to  the  minimum. 
5;'For    the   first    time   in    the   history    of   the 
schools,  the  vocational  education  program 
is  organized  efficiently. 
6. -Over  $50,000  a    year    is    being    received 
currently  from  state  and  federal  funds  for

vocational  education  that  was  not  previous- 
ly made  available  because  proper  standards 
were  not  maintained. 

7.  We  have  begun  to  revise  business  adminis- 
tration procedures  that  were  more  anti- 
quated than  any  existing  in  any  large  school 
system  in  America. 

8.  In-service  training  opportunities  for  teach- 
ers have  been  expanded  with  great  success. 

9.  A  veterans'  counseling  program  which  has 
attracted  national  attention  has  been  de- 
veloped. There  is  no  better  in  America  — 
if  we  are  to  accept  the  statement  of  those 
who  are  competent  —  in  the  veterans'  ad- 
ministration. 

10.  Salaries  of  administrators  and  teachers  have 
been  more  nearly  equalized. 

11.  The  child  welfare  services  of  the  school 
system  have  been  reorganized  to  the  end 
of  better  coordination  between  divisions  of 
the  school  system  and  outside  agencies  and 
any  weakness  that  may  exist  there  is  due 
to  lack  of  cooperation  from  those  who 
should  participate  and  maintain  profession- 
al standards. 

12.  A  basis  for  a  new  building  program  has 
been  established  by  scientific  procedures. 

13.  The  continuance  of  the  junior  high  school 
program  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  1924  and  repudiated  by  this  Board 
of  Education  and  later  re-adopted  by  them.

"One  of  the  splendid  opportunities  afforded 
to  the  public  schools  is  to  acquaint  boys  and 
girls  with  the  tremendous  resources  of  this 
State.  Ours  is  a  responsibility  to  help  these 
young  folk  acquire  skills  in  the  conservation  and 
use  of  these  resources  that  will  benefit  our 
State  and,  of  course,  the  nation  in  the  years 
ahead. 

"Conservation  Week  is  observed  every  year 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  this  year  especially  we 
have  an  opportunity  to  impress  upon  our  chil- 
dren that  vast  wastes  of  natural  resources  have 
been  experienced  during  the  great  World  War. 
Although  it  may  be  true  that  not  all  war 
materials  may  be  classified  as  waste,  there  re- 
mains the  fact  that  we  cannot  escape  the  value 
of  these  natural  resources  and  the  need  for  the 
wise  use  of  them. 

"I  urge  you  to  lend  every  encouragement  to 
the  fullest  appreciation  of  Conservation  Week." 

Principals  are  reminded  that  Section  8156  of 
Ihe  School  Code  requires  that  all  public  schools 
observe  conservation,  bird  and  arbor  day  by 
including  in  the  school  work  of  the  day  suit- 
able exercises  having  for  their  object  instruc- 
tion as  to  the  economic  value  of  birds  and 
trees  and  the  promotion  of  a  spirit  of  protec- 
tion toward  them  and  to  the  economic  value  of 
natural  resources  and  the  desirability  of  their 
conservation. 

Leaflets  published  by  the  California  Con- 
servation Council  for  the  use  of  teachers  and 
others  interested  in  Conservation  Education 
have  been  mailed  to  all  school  principals  by  the 
Council.

The  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  cel(>- 
brated  their  fiftieth  anniversary  last  week  in 
San  Francisco  by  honoring  its  two  founders, 
Phoebe  Apperson  Hearst  and  AlHce  McClellan 
Birney.  Members  gathered  before  a  memorial 
dedicated  by  friends  to  Phoebe  Apperson 
Hearst  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  where  they  placed 
a  wreath.  The  ceremonies  were  sponsored  by 
the  Second  District  unit. 

Commenting  on  the  close  relationship  that 
exists  between  the  Parent- Teacher  Association 
and  the  schools.  Acting  Superintendent  Albert 
D.  Graves  said: 

"The  contributions  of  the  Parent-Teachers 
Association  over  a  period  of  fifty  years  can 
definitely  be  measured  in  terms  of  better  schools. 
In  times  of  crisis,  it  has  been  militant  in  its 
opposition  to  those  who  would  exploit  children 
for  some  selfish  purpose.  In  its  legislative  pro- 
gram it  has  sponsored  and  supported  many  proj- 
ects that  now  form  the  basis  of  our  program 
of  public  education.  In  its  study  of  controver- 
sial problems  it  has  been  tolerant  and  under- 
standing.

"The  present  group  of  administrative  officers 
as  well  as  the  large  group  of  mothers  and  teach- 
ers which  compose  their  organization  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  this  year  and  on  the  continuity  they  have 
retained.

Principals  are  requested  to  check  their  stock- 
rooms and  collect  all  books  which  are  surplus^ 
in  usable  condition  and  which  have  been  on 
the  approved  textbook  list  within  the  last  ten 
years.  As  soon  as  the  Bureau  of  Texts  and  Li- 
braries is  notified  that  they  are  ready  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross  trucks  will  call  for  them.  Col- 
lections must  be  completed  before  April  15. 

If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  whether  the  books 
have  been  on  the  State  approved  list  within 
the  last  ten  years  this  information  may  be 
checked  with  the  Bureau  of  Texts  and  Libraries.

Of  School  Buildings 

Each  year  during  the  Spring  Semester  an  ex- 
amination of  existing  school  plants  has  been 
made  by  engineers  representing  the  interested 
fire  insurance  companies  and  a  detailed  report 
of  fire  hazards  discovered  has  been  submitted. 

Many  of  the  conditions  found  can  be  rem- 
edied by  better  "housekeeping"  and  principals 
and  janitors  are  directed  to  examine  their  build- 
ings carefully  to  discover  possible  rule  viola- 
tions and  to  apply  remedial  measures  at  once. 

Principals  will  please  instruct  janitors  to 
check  on  the  following  and  make  written  re- 
port to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  charge 
of  buildings  and  grounds  on  the  result: 

1.  Only  15  amp.  fuses  to  be  used  in  branch 
circuits.  No  "jumpers"  permitted  in  any  fuse 
blocks. 

2.  Foot-warmers  in  hallways  to  be  cleaned 
thoroughly  at  least  once  each  month. 

3.  Tight-fitting  covers  must  be  kept  on  drums 
containing  sweeping  compound. 

4.  The  accumulation  of  old  paper,  properties 
constructed  of  light  wood  and  paper, 
Christmas  trees,  and  other  similar  materials 
constituting  particularly  evident  fire  hazards 
is  forbidden  in  all  parts  of  all  school  build- 
ings. 

5.  The  use  of  plenum  chambers  and  boiler 
rooms  as  storage  spaces  for  lumber,  etc.,  is 
forbidden.  Children  should  never  be  allowed 
to  enter  these  rooms. 

6.  Oily  rags  or  waste  and  other  similar  causes 
of  spontaneous  combustion  should  be  placed 
in  tightly  covered  metal  trash  cans.  Suit- 
able self-closing  cans  have  been  ordered  for 
the  boiler  rooms  of  all  schools  previously 
mentioned  in  the  report. 

7.  Cover  should  be  kept  closed  over  hatches 
to  attic  spaces. 

8.  Long  extension  cords  for  lights  in  attic 
spaces,  store-rooms,  etc.,  should  be  replaced

Pan  American  Day — April  14 

The  Governments  of  the  twenty-one  republics 
of  the  Western  Hemisphere  have  issued  proc- 
lamations and  enacted  legislation  establishing 
April  14  as  Pan  American  Day  to  commemo- 
rate their  sovereignty  and  their  voluntary  union 
in  one  continental  community  of  nations. 

Pan  American  Day  originated  in  a  resolution 
of  the  Governing  Board  of  the  Pan  American 
Union.  The  day  chosen  for  the  celebration  is 
that  on  which  the  Pan  American  Union  was 
created  in  1890. 

It  is  observed  throughout  the  Continent  by 
a  display  of  the  national  flags  and  by  colorful 
ceremonies.  It  is  the  only  day  set  aside  by  the 
Government  of  an  entire  continent  to  s)-mbolize 
their  common  bonds  and  their  common  hopes 
for  a  system  of  international  relations  based  on 
mutual  respect  and  cooperation.  Pan  American 
Day  is  observed  by  governments,  educational 
institutions,  cultural  centers,  clubs,  commercial 
associations  and  civic  groups,  and  through  its 
recognition  by  the  press  and  radio,  conveys  a 
message  of  solidarity  to  old  and  young  through- 
out the  Americas. 

The  slogan  for  the  1947  observance  of  the 
Day  is  "Cooperation — Keynote  of  the  Ameri- 
cas."

The  establishment  of  an  Electrical  Code  course  by  the  Trade   and    Industrial    Education    Division   of  the  San   Fran- 
cisco  Unified   School   District  attracted   an  enrollment  of  over    1,300   adult   students   at    its    recent   opening   session. 


The  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District,  Trade  and 
Industrial  Education  Division,  was  established 
recently  in  the  Samuel  Gompers  Branch  of  the 
Mission  Adult  School,  according  to  Robert  F. 
Gray,  principal. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Electrical  Industry 
and  Electricians  Local  No.  6,  over  1,300  per- 
sons representing  employers  and  employees  are 
attending  the  1947  Electrical  Code  course.  Or- 
ganization of  instructional  material,  facilities, 
and  other  details  involved  in  getting  the  course 
under  way  were  assigned  to  Joseph  E.  Clisham, 
metal  trades  coordinator  for  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District.  The  class  meets  ever)- 
Tuesday  from  7 :  30  to  9 :  30  p.m. 

Commenting  on  the  new  course,  O.  D. 
Adams,  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of 
Adult  and  Vocational  Education  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, said: 

"Extreme  interest  in  the  course  is  the  result 
of  the  issuance  of  the  1947  National,  State,  and 
City  and  Count)'  of  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Electricity  Rules  and  Regulations  pertaining 
to  the  installation  of  electrical  wiring  and 
electrical  apparatus.  Over  5,000  articles,  defini- 
tions and  sections  of  the  Electrical  Code  make 
up  the  subject  matter  given  in  the  course." 

Harold  L.  Gerber,  formerly  chief  inspector 
for  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Electrici- 


ty, and  now  associated  with  a  large  San  Fran- 
cisco firm  of  consulting  engineers,  is  the  in- 
structor. 

All  enrolled  in  the  course  listen  with  rapt 
attention  to  the  instructor  evaluating  and  inter- 
preting electrical  code  requirements,  and  how 
to  apply  these  rules  to  solve  the  realistic  prob- 
lems of  tomorrow's  job. 

The  cooperative  relations  prevailing  in  the 
electrical  industry  between  employers  and 
employees  are  apparent  at  the  course  sessions, 
where  representatives  of  both  groups  take  an 
active  interest  in  the  many  discussions.  In- 
struction in  the  elimination  of  fire  hazards  in 
electrical  installations  is  given  considerable  at- 
tention. 

In  an  expanding  electrical  industry  keeping 
ahead  of  new  techniques  and  developments 
this  course  presents  a  challenge  to  all  engaged 
in  this  work  to  advance  intellectually,  thereby 
providing  a  greater  service  to  the  community. 

The  course  covers  complete  electrical  installa- 
tion in  residences,  building  and  industrial 
plants.

Warrant  Information 

Last  month  teachers  received  a  new  warrant 
t'orm.  This  warrant  is  printed  on  cardboard 
and  is  automatically  punched  through  the  IBM 
machine  so  that  tabulations  of  cancelled  checks 
may  be  made  automatically.  Folding  of  the 
warrant  causes  it  to  buckle  in  the  machine  and 
defeats  the  purpose  for  which  the  warrant  was 
issued.  In  order  that  the  cancelled  warrants 
may  be  easily  fed  into  the  tabulating  machine, 
it  is  important  that  they  are  not  folded  and 
mutilated  in  any  way. 

Principals  are  requested  to  call  this  to  the 
attention  of  teachers,  clerks,  and  janitors  and 
ask  them  not  to  fold  their  warrants  when  they 
receive  them  or  otherwise  damage  them.  Assist- 
ance in  this  matter  will  help  materially  in  pro- 
viding better  payroll  services  for  teachers  and 
other  employees.

Status  of  Children 
Under  8  Years  of  Age 

Attention  is  called  to  two  points  in  a  recent 
opinion  by  the  Board  of  Education's  Legal  Ad- 
visor, Irving  G.  Breyer: 

1. — Since  the  compulsory  education  law  does 
not  take  effect  until  a  child  is  8  years  of  age, 
a  child  may  remain  at  home  until  that  age  if 
the  parent  is  willing. 

2. — Since  a  child  is  eligible  for  attendance  in 
the  kindergarten  if  he  is  4  years  6  months  on 
certain  specified  dates  and  is  eligible  for  ad- 
mittance in  the  first  grade  if  he  is  5-1/2  years 
of  age  on  certain  dates,  the  parent  has  the  right 
to  enroll  his  child  provided  these  minimum  age 
requirements  are  met.  Such  a  child,  when  en- 
rolled, can  be  excluded,  suspended  or  exempted 
only  in  accordance  with  the  legal  procedure 
set  forth  in  the  Education  Code  for  such  ex- 
clusions, exemptions  and  suspensions  and  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  cover- 
ing such  matters  as  were  recently  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Education.

In  Elementary  Schools 

Inasmuch  as  there  have  been  a  number  of 
inquiries  on  the  subject  of  photographs  in  the 
elementary    schools,    Resolution    H-987    dated 
October  31,  1941  is  quoted  below: 
"Sec.  72-i 

RESOLVED:  That,  pursuant  to  recom- 
mendation of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  of  date  of  October  7,  1941, 
the  following  policy  with  reference  to  the  tak- 
ing of  photographs  in  elementary  schools,  be 
and  is  hereby  established: 

1.  That  permission  be  granted  to  take  class  pic- 
tures in  all  elementary  public  schools  not 
more  often  than  once  per  year. 
3.  That  it  be  the  policy  to  permit  regularly 
established  responsible  local  photographers  to 
take  pictures  in  their  own  districts,  selection 
of  photographers  to  do  the  work  to  be  with- 
in the  discretion  of  the  principal  of  the 
school  concerned. 

3.  That  not  more  than  one  photographer  be 
permitted  to  take  pictures  in  any  one  school. 

4.  That  the  firms  which  are  permitted  to  take 
pictures  shall  attend  to  all  details  of  solicit- 
ing orders,  collecting  money,  delivering  pic- 
tures away  from  school  premises  and  away 
from  the  immediate  environs  of  the  school. 

5.  That  in  order  to  prevent  the  disruption  of 
programs  during  busy  seasons  the  pictures 
shall  be  taken  only  at  such  times  and  seasons 
as  are  designated  by  the  principal.  March, 
April,  September,  or  October  are  suggested 
as  suitable  months;  one  of  these  months  to 
be  selected  as  the  time  for  any  one  year. 

6.  That  individual  photographers  set  their  own 
prices  in  accordance  with  the  size  and  quality 
of  the  pictures  produced.

Balboa  High  Adopts  Schools 

Balboa  High  School  has  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  high  school  in  the  United  States 
to  adopt  a  school  in  Greece.  In  a  two  weeks' 
competitive  drive  the  students  raised  $1740. 
This  enabled  the  Balboa  student  body  to  sup- 
port three  other  schools  as  well,  one  in  Belgium, 
one  in  Holland,  and  one  in  France.  The  one 
in  Holland,  the  Elementary  School  of  Arnhem, 
is  the  only  one  yet  definitely  named. 

In  the  competitive  campaign  for  funds  the 
H13  class  came  out  ahead  with  a  per  capita 
contribution  of  $1.05.  The  highest  registry  in 
the  school  was  140,  which  raised  $2.87  per 
capita.  The  drive  at  Balboa  was  organized  by 
George  Shalimoff,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
E.  A.  Smith,  faculty  chairman  and  R.  R.  Chase, 
principal.

Superintendent  Curtis  E.  Warren  on  Tues- 
day, May  20,  presented  at  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  the 
following  recommendation  relative  the  1947-48 
salary  schedule. 

1— ADOPTION  OF  PLAN  IV.  Adoption  of  a 
single  salary  schedule  of  $3,000  to  $4,980  for  a 
Baccalaureate  Degree,  or  the  equivalent,  and 
$3,400  to  $5,380  for  a  Baccalaureate  Degree  plus 
one  additional  year  of  college  tradning,  with  13 
increment  steps,  and  a  flat  increase  of  $600  for 
all  elementary  and  secondary  non-degree  regu- 
lar teachers,  providing  that  the  increase  of 
$600  is  not  greater  than  the  corresponding 
step  on  the  baccalaureate  level.  Further,  that 
the  board  give  consideration  to  raising  the 
maximum  step  of  the  non-degree  elementary 
teacher  and  junior  high  school  teacher  to 
$4,680. 

2 — The  schedule  for  administrators'  salaries 
to  be  found  on  page  34  of  the  "PROPOSED 
SALARY  SCHEDULES  FOR  TEACHERS  AND 
ADMINISTRATORS,  April  29,  1947."  You  will 
note  that  this  provision  for  salaries  for  adminis- 
trators is  determined  upon  the  basis  of  a 
formula  regarding  the  relationship  of  adminis- 
trators' salaries  to  teachers'  salaries  as  de- 
termined by  averages  in  the  14  largest  cities. 
You  will  note,  also,  that  it  provides  for  a  3- 
step  increment  schedule.  Should  the  board 
adopt  the  single  salary  schedule  for  teachers 
with  the  minimums  and  maximums  as  recom- 
mended, some  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
proposed  administrators'  salary  schedule  pre- 
sented by  the  administrator's  group,  appendix 
A,  page  47.  These  proposals  would  certainly 
not  be  out  of  line  with  the  superintendent's 
salary  fixed  at  $18,000  to  $20,000. 

3 — No  recommendation  has  been  made  for 
the  legal  adviser,  since  he  is  jointly  responsible 
to  the  superintendent  and  the  board  of  educa- 
tion. However,  it  is  suggested  that  his  salary 
be  left  for  recommendation  to  the  incoming 
superintendent. 

4 — For  the  junior  college  administrators,  I 
have  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  president's  salary  be  on  the 
level  of  that  of  the  associate  superintendent; 
the  vice-president's  salary  on  the  level  of  that 
of  the  high  school  principal;  the  salaries  of 
coordinators,  deans,  librarians,  assistant  to  the 
president,  on  the  level  of  that  of  the  junior 
high  school  principal;  that  of  the  assistant  dean 
and  registrars  on  the  same  level  as  the  senior 
high  school  vice-principal;  assistant  registrars 
the  same  as  junior  college  instructors. 

5 — The  junior  college  salary  schedule  should 
range  from  $400  beyond  the  minimum  to  $400 
beyond  the  maximum  of  the  top  bracket  of  the 
single  salary  schedule  recommended  in  Plan  IV. 


6 — That  all  persons  in  positions  on  the  salary 
schedule  designated  as  superintendent,  associ- 
ate superintendent,  assistant  superintendent, 
coordinator,  and  director,  be  required  to  render 
230  days'  service. 

7 — That  persons  occupying  the  position  of 
coordinator  B  be  placed  on  the  same  salary 
schedule  as  directors. 

8 — That  the  position  of  assistant  to  a  director 
be  reclassified  as  supervisor. 

9 — That  classifications  A,  B,  and  C  super- 
visors be  abolished  and  that  all  supervisors  be 
placed  on  the  schedule  for  supervisors. 

10 — That  the  position  of  director  of  bureau 
be  abolished  and  that  such  existing  positions 
be  designated  as  directorship?;  further,  that 
the  position  general  super \  •  .or,  elementary 
education,  be  changed  to  th'  I  of  assistan;  to 
the  assistant  superintendent  of  elementary  edu- 
cation, and  that  the  assistant  to  the  assistant 
superintendent  of  elementary  education  and 
the  assistant  to  the  assistant  superintendent 
of  secondary  education  be  placed  on  the  salary 
schedule  of  directors. 

11 — That  principals  of  adult  schools  be  as- 
signed to  work  the  same  number  of  days  and 
receive  the  same  salary  as  senior  day  high 
school  principals. 

12 — That  vice-principals  of  adult  schools  be 
assigned  to  work  the  same  number  of  days  and 
receive  the  same  salary  as  senior  day  high 
school  vice-principals. 

13 — That  the  salaries  of  veterans'  counselors 
and  veterans'  assistant  counselors  be  main- 
tained at  the  rate  specified  in  the  1946-47  salary 
schedule,  plus  a  flat  increase  of  $600. 

14 — That  the  special  counselor  assigned  to 
child  welfare  be  paid  at  the  regular  baccalaure- 
ate level  plus  one  year,  1947-48  salary  schedule, 
plus  $500  for  220  days  of  service. 

15 — Requirements  for  certification  for  State 
Code  designated  assistant  attendance  super- 
visors indicate  that  a  special  classification 
should  be  set  up  for  this  group.  The  superin- 
tendent feels  that  additional  study  should  be 
given  to  this  problem  and  after  the  data  are 
presented,  determination  of  special  classifica- 
tion should  be  made.  This  should  be  done  prior 
to  July  1.  There  is  before  the  board  a  request 
from  this  group  dated  May  19,  1947.  If  it  is  the 
wish  of  the  board,  the  present  superintendent 
would  be  glad  to  refer  this  request  to  the  com- 
mittee and  submit  a  recommendation  therefor. 

16 — That  teachers  in  the  Child  Guidance 
Service  Centers  be  paid  according  to  the  regular 
teachers'  salary  schedule,  as  recommended  in 
Plan  IV.
